BomBay, April 16.—Intelligence has been 
received here that a body of the Ameer of 
Afghanistan’s troops made a night attack 
upon a force of the Ghilzai rebels and killed 
200 of them.

A Murderer Without Remorse. 
Vienna, April 16.—[Copyright, 1887, by 
James Gordon Bennett. ]—The story of several 
recent Continental murders has done much to 
disabuse people’s minds of the notion that 
murderers invariably suffer remorseful 
tortures after committing their crimes. How 
absurd the idea is may be seen from the in- 
structive reports of the latest Viennese 
pies a assasination of Frau Pleier, 
aged 31, by her youthfulhusband. Just three 
weeks have passed since Barbara and Joseph 
Pleier wedded. The green-eyed monster soon 
laid hold of Joseph, who, suspecting the 
bride of an amorous intrigue with a friend, 
romptly resolved to kill her. The night of 
ter Sunday on the way home froma 
little excursion the vengeful Joseph per- 
suaded his wife to cross a mill-stream. While 
on the bri he suadenly drew a bread- 
knife from hjs pocket and stabbed her in the 
throat. He then dropped her body into the 
water. Having accomplished his pur- 
pose, Joseph coolly went home and 
to bed and slept comfortably tll 
5o0’clock in the morn ng, when he arose and 
othes and went for a 
stroll in the Prater. There he visited half a 
dozen concert halls, had a laugh at the thea- 
tre, and inspected the menagerie. He took a 
dinner the same evening, and, having 
igested his meal and exhausted the pleas- 
ures of the Prater, he calmly walked up to a 
policeman and confessed the murder.

HOW MEN RISE AND FALL IN WALL 
STREET’S WHIRL. . 


Young Henry Ives’ Kemarkable Career—A 
Youth of 25 Who Is Regarded a Great 
Financier—War on the Goverors of the 
Stock Exchange—Unsuccessful Efforts 
of the Lows to Corner Tea—The Com- 
ing Marriage of Andrew Carnegie — 
Sherman’s Presidential Prospects. 

New York, April 16.—[Special.|—The ex- 
citement at the Stock Exchange over the ac- 
tion of the Governing Committee in reinstat- 
ing Thomas C. Doremus as a member in- 
creases. The matter will be made an issue 
inthe annual election, which takes place 
next month. Preparations have already been 
made to put an opposition ticket in the field. 
There were twenty-six Governors present at 
the meeting which reinstated Doremus. 
President Smith presided, and therefore did 
not vote. Seventeen voted for the reinstate- 
ment and seven against the reinstatement. 
It is reported that ex-President Don- 
ald Mackay was foremost in champion- 
ing Mr. Doremus’ cause, and that the 
opposition will make particular efforts to re- 
tire him from the committee at the approach- 
ing election. It is not thought likely that the 
opposition will succeed in this, notwithstand- 
ing the feeling which has been aroused, as 
Mr. Mackay is very popular and his services 
to the exchange have been conspicuous. This 
is not the first time that the Governing Com- 
mittee has used its arbitrary power in oppo- 
sition to the desires of the members of the 
exchange, and the issue at the next election 
will be whether the Governing Committee 
is stronger than the power that created it. 
Mr. Hone’s resignation from the committee, 
reported yesterday, was loudly applauded by 
the opposition members, and there is some 
talk of triumphantly electing Mr. Hone to fill 
his own vacancy. : , 

The history of Henry S. Ives illustrates the 
rapidity with which success or failure is 
made in Wall street. He is not over,25 years 
old, yet he is today the Vice-President of an 
important rail 
banking house which occupies the | offi- 
ces for many years filled by Morton, Bliss & 
Co. Moreover he is reputed to hold an option 
trom Robert Garret, for the control of 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad. Big capital- 
ists are said to be backing this young finan- 
eier, and influential banks are willing to give 
him a certificate of sound financial standing; 
and now the Stock Exchange, eager for the 
orders that he is capable of placing, wipes 
out its former action condemning his meth- 
ods and passes a vote of confidence in him. 
Yet Mr. Ives two years ago was unheard of 
in Wall street. When the sign of Henry 8. 
Ives & Co. was displayed in front of Morton, 
Bliss & Co.’s old offices the Wall street men 
wondered who he was. They soon found 
out. He gave them a test of his quality. One 
morning seven or eight Stock Exchange 
members woke up to find themselves cor- 
nered, and by a boy who had just attained 


his majority. 


Much has been said about the Mutual 


Union corner since Mr. Ives has been nego- 


tiating for the Baltimore & Ohio and since 
the present row in the exchange, but outside 
of the street few bave any knowledge of 
ust what the corner was. After the Mutual 
nion Telegraph Company had been absorbed 
by the Western Union a new issue of stock 
was made in exchange for the old stock and 
the name of the company chan Nearly 
all the old stock was exchanged for the new, 
but a few hundred shares of the old were yet 
outstanding. Young Mr. Ives saw in this 
circumstance a chance for a shrewd spec- 
ulation, and so was not slow in 
in carrying out his ideas. He bought most 
of the old stock as the first step in the 
scheme, then, as afterwards charged yA 
exchange, he hired a man who worked in an 
express office in Newark to create the 
„short“ interest which is imperatively nec- 
essary to the success of any corner. No one 
in the street would have been likely to 
sell the stock short, but the Newark man 
gave orders to several brokerage houses to 
sell Mutual Union stock. They did so, and 
other brokers acting for Dives pur- 
hased the stock which 2 sold. 
o some of the brokers the Newark 
man gave verbal orders and to some 
he gave written orders. In some cases, in 
order to conceal the transaction, the brokers 
were told to see other securities as well. The 
brokers claimed that the Newark man prom- 
ised to produce the stock for delivery the day 
after the sale was made. This he did not do 
and the brokers found themselves short of 
the stock. Then they woke up to the fact 
that there was only a few hundred shares of 
the stock in existence and that they were at 


the mercy of young Mr. Ives. The most 


curious feature of the corner was that 
if the officers of the exchange had 
not blundered the corner would 
never have been ible. When the new 
stock was issued it was listed and the 
exchange should have stricken the old stock 
from the list. By an oversight this was not 
done. As soon as the selling brokers found 
themselves caught in a net which they had 
many times — for many a “lamb” they 
began to plead to be let o Ives was de- 
nounced and the corner was declared to be 
illegitimate and wicked, the Goverring Com- 
mittee declared the contracts. “off,” the 
brokers were saved, and Mr. Ives barely es- 
ca without loss. This corner was not the 
only charge brought inst wicked Mr. 
Ives, en, a ew months later, 
it was decided to discipline Mr. Doremus if 
he did not sever his relations with Ives. This 
he refused to do, and, though cut off from any 
connection with the exchange, Mr. Ives’ 
firm continued to grow in prosperity and im- 
portance. | 
Mr. Ives displayed remarkable skill in the 
negotiations which resulted in the purchase 
and reorganization of the Cincinnati, Hamil- 
ton & Dayton Raiiroad, and the fact that he 


got an option from Robert Garrett was a fur- 


ther evidence of his ability. Still the Mutual 
Union corner has hung over him like a black 
cloud. Hence the act of the Governing Com- 
mittee in practically whitewashing Mr. Ives 
one year after publicly proclaiming him as 
unfit for fellowship has aroused indignation 
among many members of the exchange who 
think that the governors have been guilty of 
weakness and inconsistencyin repudiating 
their original action.

PLEURO-PNEUMONIA. 


New Rules Issued by the Commissioner of 
Agriculture for Its Suppression. 3 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 16.—The Com- 
missioner of Agriculture has issued a new set 
of rules governing the operations of the de- 
partment in the suppression and extirpation 
of pleuro-pneumonia and other infectious 
diseases. The Chief of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry is required to send inspectors to 
points where he has reason to believe any 
contagious diseases of cattle eixst. The in- 
spector is required in case he finds the dis- 
ease actually exists to impose temporary 
quarantine, notifyingſthe owners, and warning 
them not to remove the quarantined animals 
under the penalties imposed by Congress. 
The Chief of the Bureau of Animal Industry 
is required to report to the Commissioner 
whenever he is satisfied that contagious dis- 
ease exists in a locality and that there is dan- 
ger of its spreading to other States and Ter- 
ritories, whereupon the Commissioner will 
quarantine that locality, cause the diseased 
animals to be slaughtered, and the infected 
premises to be disinfected. Should any ani- 
mal be permitted to go into such premises be- 
fore the disinfection is officially declared 
complete, a second disinfection will be or- 
dered at the expense of the owner. All 
quarantined animals will be regarded as af- 
fected with contagious disease and any per- 
son moving them from the infected district 
will be prosecuted. 

The chief of the bureau may cause exposed 
animals to be slaughtered whenever itis 
deemed necessary to prevent the spread of 
the disorder from one State or Territory to 
another. Provision is made for the appraisal 
of and payment for slaughtered animals. 
Whenever it is deemed necessary by the 
chief of the bureau to suvervise and inspect 
any lines of transportation doing business in 
more than one State, and the boats, cars, and 
stock-yards in connection therewith, he is re- 
quired to designate suitable inspectors and 
make necessary regulations for the quaran- 
tine and disinfection of such boats, cars, ‘and 
stock-yards as are suspected of being affected 
with disease. 

Whenever any inspector is prevented or in- 
terfered with in the performance of his du- 
ties he is required to call upon the police au- 
thorities for aid and protection, and if this is 
denied he is then to call on the United States 
Marshal for force, and to file information 
with the District-Attorney. Should it be 
found impossible to enforce tnese rules in 
any State the Commissioner, if he thinks the 
exigencies require it, will declare the State 
in quarantine, and any peason removing an- 
mals therefrom, except upon a certificate of 
an inspector of the bureau, will be prose-

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LEAKAGE FROM A STANDARD COM. 
PANY’S MAIN CAUSES TROUBLE. 


Sparks from a Tug Fire the Liquid as It 
Floats Upon the Water's Surface, and 
the Result Is the Destruction of Docks 
and Vessels—A Tenement House in New 
York Gutted—One of the Inmates Smoth- 


ered—Burning of a Cooper-Shop—Other 


Blazes. 

New Yorx, April 16.—[Special.]—The 
Standard Company’s oil pipe that, coming 
from the oil fields of Pennsylvania, puts 
across the North River from Hoboken and, 
emerging at the foot of West Seventieth 
street, burrows under the island across to 
the East River and Hunter’s Point, sprung a 
leak some days ago. The fact was noticed 
by the unusual mass of oil that was floating 
on the water above the Seventieth street 
coal dock, but little attention was paid to it. 
The excursion barge Pilgrim, owned by Mr. 
J. A. Dings, and the coal barge 8. H. 
Hoole were lying alongside the dock 
this morning, when sparks from the smoke- 
stack of a passing tug set the oil on fire. In 
a moment the wooden pier and the barges 
were ina blaze, with the river flaming all 
about. Then the size of the leak in the pipe 


was made patent. Far out from under the 


ier, where it touches the shore,a blaze of 
was driven torth bysome hidden force 
and nothing could prevail against it. It was 
the stream of oil welling out of the 
broken pipe. There is a clear stretch 
of water from the coal dock down 
to the foot of Sixty-seventh street, where 
the first of the large and — — piers of 
the New York Central ilroad shoots out 
500 feet from the river. It is the one known 
as the Jersey Dock, or “Dock F.“ Below it 
a succession of freight piers and the great 
grain elevators of the Central Company are 
strung along the shore. They are all built 
on piles, and as the burning oil was carried 
down under them on the tide they 
were in great danger. Pier F caught 
fire before long, and only the 
strongest efforts prevented the piers below 
from sharing its fate. The Jersey dock was 
abandoned early in the struggle, with the 
coal dock, and was burned to the water’s 
edge, with all that was on it sate a car-load 
of oil that was cleared out just in time. Hap- 
pily ere was very little freight on it, the 
ulk ing five cars loaded with fertilizers 
for the West. The pier is used for west- 
bound freight only, and is cleared off at 
night, so that in the morning little or noth- 
ing is leftonit. The company’s employés 
turned outin force to help save the prop- 
erty. Firemen who answered the first 
alarm call were speedily reinforced 
by both the fire-boats, the tugs Indian 
and Brilliant, and a dozen engines on the 
shore, but not until the oil had been shut off 
over in Jersey and the big pipe ceased to add 
fuel to the flame did their efforts tell. By 
that time the coal dock, the Jersey dock, and 
tne two barges were one mass of wreck. The 
barge Pilgrim was towed in the river and 
her hull was saved. The coal barge S. H. 
Hoole was burned up at the dock. By noon 
all danger was over, although the firemen 
looked dubiously at the sheet of oil that cov- 
ered the river and feared a fresh out- 
break. The losses as nearly as 
they could be computed ghee 
about $150,000. Dock F was worth $75,000 
alone. it was 100 feet wide and 500 feet long, 
with tracks, and housed over with a corru- 
gated iron frame and glass roof. It is totally 
destroyed. The coal-dock was probably not 
worth over $8,000 and the burned freight 
$5,000. The barge Pilgrim was worth $12,000.

H. Hoole is $7,000. The loss, all except the 
damage to the barges, is borne by the Central

FIRE IN A TENEMENT-HOUSE. 


Thirty or Forty Women and Children Car- 
ried Down the Fire-Escape. 

New York, April 16.—[Special.|—The five- 
story double fenement at No. 647 Second ave- 
nue was gutted from the first floor to the 
roof this morning by a fire which broke out 
alittle before 4 o’clock. A dozen or more 
families, comprising about fifty persons, were 
turnea out of their bed and homes panic- 
stricken and in their night-clothes, while one 
old woman was burned to death. She was 
Bridget Hughes, 6 years of age, living on 
the top floor. Richard Gilsdorf, aged 
28, a butcher, had his feet so se- 
verely burned that, after they were 
dressed by Dr. Cosgrove, he was sent 
to Bellevue Hospital in an ambulance. 
The fire originated on the first floor behind 
the delicatessen store of Dora Gashott 
and the paint store of Jacob Eckstein, and 
although an alarm was sounded immediately 
upon its discovery, before the firemen arrived 
the flames had crept up the air-shaft and 
stairways and made of the building a 
veritable furnace. A second alarm was sent 
out without delay and the additional assist- 
ance that came in response, mingied with the 
cries of the inmates of the burning building 
and the excitement of the inhabitants of the 
neighborhood—most of whom had wit- 
nessed the terrible Sunday morning 
tenement-house fire on First avenue about 
a year ago—made an extraordinary scene. 
The damage will exceed #5,000. The fire 
extended to Otto Aret’s tailor store, No. 649 
Second avenue, and occasioned a further 
loss of $1,000. Thirty or forty women and 
children were carried screaming down the 
fire-escape on the front of the building. The 
loss to the tenants is unusually severe, as 
none of them were insured. The fire-escapes 
on the rear of the house were not provided 
with ladders and were of little use. Those 
on the front of the building were put up less 
than three weeks ago, and then only after 
much litigation. But for these the loss of 
life would have been great. Rumors of in- 
cendiarism were current among the tenants 
after the fire, but there was no evidence to 
support them. 


OTHER BLAZES. 


Destruction of a Coopershop in St. Louis 
—Loss $67,000. 

Sr. Lovis, April 16.—Fire was discovered 
in Rudolph Steeclur’s cooperage this morning 
at 2:30 o’clock and destroyed buildings val- 
ued at $17,000, machinery $40,000, material 
$10,000. Insurance, $20,000. The fire is sup- 
posed to have been started by an incendiary 
as the building appeared to be fired in sever 
places, and there had been no fire used by 
the firm or employés in the burned building.

DOUGLAS PARK. 


A Substantial and Rapidly Growing Subdi- 
vision. 

Eighteen minutes’ ride on the C., B. & O. 
suburban train and the brakeman calls out 
„Douglas Park!“ The passengers, who by 
this time are interested in the perusal of 
their evening papers, start at the name and 
look out upon what was but two years ago a 
barren tract of land. Not a few—those more 
interested in the progress of our great city— 
alight and go on a tour of inspection. 

The first notable things are that the ave- 
nues are macadamized, sewered, and replete 
with city water, fire-plugs, police-patrol 
boxes, letter-drop boxes, good sidewalks, 
and, in fact, all the conveniences of the mod- 
ern city streets. Upon the corner of Kedzie 
avenue and Twenty-first street is seen a 
handsome two-story store and flat building 
to be occupied at once by a grocery and 
meat market. Continuing north on Kedzie 
avenue, one sees a series of two and three 
story houses in various styles of architecture, 
all built upon solid stone foundations, with 

ressed-brick, stone, and terra-cotta fronts. 
aching Ogden avenue we find the Ogden 
avenue car-line and the beautiful Douglas 
Park on the east. One block west, on the 
corner of Sawyer and Ogd avenues, isa 
three-story brick block, 8 four 
stores, with flats above. South on Sawyer 
leads us by another series of semi-detached 
houses, varied in style, but all built in the 
same substantial manner, a block of houses, 
a number of dwellings, and piles of brick, 
stone, and mortar tast being put in form of 
handsome residences.’ One block west we 
reach Spaulding avenue; a number of neat 
cottages are on the left, built of brick, with 
stone foundations. On the right a block of 
twelve well-built brick and stone semi-de- 
tached dwellings just being finished by Mr. 
D. F. Anderson, and on the opposit side of 
the street rapid progress is being made on 
fourteen more. Ground is being broken for 
Mr. Watson’s handsome residence. A few 
more completed dwellings, and we again 
turn westward to find another lot of well- 
built houses and cottages, and still another 
block west several neat cottages, all built of 
brick, with stone foundations.

While in Ireland everything concerning 
the Home-Rule and Coercion questions 18 
calm the situation throughout Great Britain 
may be described as electric, There has 
been no such outburst of political passion in 
that island since the Hyde Park reform 
meetings were organized by Edmond Beales 


over twenty years ago and addressed by 


John Bright, who used to be referred to then 
by his present allies as an arch-rebel and 
an arch-traitor. Mr. Chamberlain has been 


| stirring up passion and excitement in South- 


ern Scotland. Mr. Caine has been his co- 
adjutor in Northern England, and Maj. 
Saunderson in the House of Commons. In 
the meantime the Gladstonians and the Par- 
nellites are having considerable to say, and 
to larger audiences than their opponents. 
Mr. Chamberlain draws but a beggarly 2,000 
im the Scotch Capital, while an Irish Lord 
Mayor draws. 150,000 in London. There 
is not a constituency in England nor in 
Scotland in which a home-rule orator is not 
heard with attention. The Anti-Home- 
Rulers are hissed, hooted, and censured by 
their own constituents. In Birmingham, 
the citadel of anti-home-rule mugwump- 
ism, the Gladstonians have routed the Cham- 
berlainites at the elections of the delegates 
to the Liberal caucuses which Joseph Cham- 
berlain used to boss as effectively as our 
Mayor Harrison used to boss a Democratic 
City Convention: Joseph's three brothers 
and his two brothers-in-law, Collings and 
Kenrick, have been turned adrift, and even 
John Bright, after half a century of service, 
has been repudiated by his constituents. 

The reasons for all this are not far to seek. 
They are that the masses of the British peo- 
ple appear to have come to the conclusion 
(1) that the Liberal mugwumps aredishonest 
in their opposition to home rule, Chamberlain 

ting against it to spite Gladstone and to 
get even with Parnell for rejecting his overt- 
ures, Hartington fighting in the interest of 
his father’s Irish rent-roll and the rent-rolls 
of other aristocratic friends; (2) that the 
Tory members, mostly landlords, and led by 
a faction of Irish landlords almost bankrupt 
on account of their spendthrift habits, want 
to squeeze under pressure of coercion the last 
penny out of the Irish tenants while yet there 
is time; (3) that the Irish Tories are to be 
placated by distributing among four or five 
hundred needy camp followers the four or 
five hundred offices to be created by the new 
Coercien bill and the new Land bill. . 

Chamberlain’s dishonesty is apparent. The 
rumors about threats against his life are but 
part of an old trick. It has been played be- 
fore. After telling an audience in which he 
knew there were quick-tempered Irishmen 
that women were “ outraged” in Ireland, and 
rousing the ire of the Hibernians, he quali- 
fies the phrase, but falsifies the circum- 
stances by holding the Parnellites responsible 

for the insults to the Curtin girls. It has 
been proved, and is on record in the Govern- 
ment Blue-Book, that the Parneilites con- 
demned the insults and persecutions and de- 
nounced their authors as miscreants— “ mis- 
erable miscreants” was the term applied 
to them by Mr. Parnell last June. Police In- 
spector William Davis. a Tory official, being 
asked by the Fresident of the Royal Irish 
Land Commission whether Mr. Davitt at- 
tempted to protect the Curtins, said: 
neon an Steer r 3 
he belongs who were present there at the funeral, 
and denounced the outrage, and did y aoe Cove 
they could to protect them from bein 
There was also a gentleman —— tte repo 
who went down from Dublin and ede the 
people Sunday there, and denounced the outrage. 
The Mr. Webb mentioned was Treasurer 
of the Irish National League at tne time. 
What can be thought, then, of the dishonesty

Sir George Trevelyan, who knows the sit- 
uation thoroughly, and who was bitterly per- 
secuted by the Irish members while he was 
Secretary, reaiizes the truth of the situation 
and has proclaimed it, Coercion is te be 
aimed at tenants to squeeze rent out of them, 
and to crush the national press and national 
leaders who may enter protest against the 
means to be employed. The whole thinking,

Unionist majority may become. so, meagre 
that even Mr. Balfour may not care to try to 
enforee coercion against the protest of the 
intelligent people of Great Britain, no matter 
how bard the landlord faction may press.

THE BEAL-ESTATE MANIA. 15 

If reports be true the boom in real estate 
has already culminated atone of the points 
in the South that have been recently lauded 
to the skies as the best possible place in 
which one can invest his surplus capital in 
the hope of seeing it grow larger. A case is 
cited of a man who refused a profit of more 
than $100,000 less than a fortnight ago, and 
last Thursday vainly tried to sell without 
accepting a loss. It is said that several notes 
have gone to protest in the same ambitious 
“city”? within the last week, the only ex- 


planation’ for which lapse is the fact that 


“property”? has ceased to boom in that 
vicinity, its value being rather on the de- 
crease in the estimation of money lenders. 
Tun TripUNE cannot vouch for the accu- 
racy of this information, and therefore re- 
frains from naming the place referred to, 
lest injustice should be done. But the state- 
ment will do good, nevertheless, if the mak- 
ing it be the means of preventing some of 
our readers from investing their spare cash 
in property which has already been boomed 
for more than it is worth or likely to be 
worth in the next ten years. The holders of 
corner and inside lots at most if not all of the 
speculative points ask for them prices which 
discount the expected business profits of the 


next decade, and those who take hold at the: 


figures named may find that they en- 
tered the field too late. It needs 
but to point to the real-estate booms 
of the last fifty years in this country te indi- 
cate the dangers that await those who buy 
after others have whooped up prices and 
then profess an anxiety to let new-comers 
profit by the advance that has to come. It is 
easy to see that about the same amount of 
boosting has been done as sufficed to reach 
the top which preceded the panics of 1837, 
1857, and 1873. The rounding of the top this 
time will not necessarily be followed by the 
widespread disaster that marked the termi- 
nation of those excitements, because the con- 
ditions have not permeated general business 
channels as those did, but the effect on the 
last owners and those to whom they will he 
indebted can scarcely be much less. 

There is one interesting feature of the cur- 
rent boom that merits passing mention. It 
is the general willingness of those concerned 
in it to admit that the excitement at other 
places is largely artificial and therefore un- 
substantial, but we have not yet boomed near- 
ly as much as is warranted by the facts in 
the case. Only one spot out of the many ap- 
pealing for the confidence of the public is 
really worthy of it, and that is the one in 
which the speaker is interested. All else is 
perilous. They cannot even agree in accord- 
ing to any one the distinction of second 
place. There is one point, however, on which 
they are all agreed. It is that Chicago is a 
good place in which to borrow money for the 
furtherance of their schemes. Large amounts 
of Chicago capital have gone out to feed the 
speculative boom, especially in the South and 
Southwest, and the recent strength of the 
local money market is probaly due to this in 
tar larger degree than is supposed by the 
average reader. 


A LESSON IN ARBITRATION. 

The peaceful and harmonious settlement of 
the differences between the Master Builders’ 
Association and the Amalgamated Trades 
Council in Boston is full of suggestions 
which might be profitably considered by the 
striking carpenters of this city. The princi- 
ple of conference and of arbitration was 
recognized by each side. The building trades 
did not strike, throw everything into con- 
fusion and disarrange labor at the very 
season of the year when it was in demand, 
thereby putting back the year’s business and 
discouraging investors from putting their 
money into improvements. The streets were 
not filed with idle workingmen los- 
ing their wages, running into debt, 
and creating ill feeling between them- 
selves and their bosses. They kept at 
their work and sent their representatives to 
confer with the builders in an amicable man- 
ner. They stated their propositions and they 
were met by the builders in a pleasant ana 
conciliatory manner. A spirit of concession 
was shown on both sides, and an agreement 
was reached without difficulty, under the 
terms of which the men in the various trades 


secure a nine hours day, with eight hours 


Saturday, which gives fifty-three working 
hours to the week, payment to be made by 
the hour, on a basis yet to be agreed upon, 
which will recognize degrees of skill. The 
effect of this arbitration is thus stated by the 


Boston Journal: 


An immediate result of this conference will be 
an increased confidence in the building trades 
and — intending builders. Projects of im- 
provement which were put off last year because 
of the unhappy differences which arose between 

loyers and workmen, and which have been 
hein in abeyance until it was clear whether this 
year was to witness a repetition of that c-nflict, 
will now be pushed forward. It is safe to say 
that, within a few weeks, more contracts for new 
construction will be made in Boston and vicinity 
than have been made in an equal period of time 
for some years. This means the beautifying of 
the city, and à large addition to its material 
prosperity, and to thousands of industrious 
artisans it means steady employment, reason- 
able hours, and fair compensation. 


This settlement is in the line of Mr. Pow- 
derly’s frequent advice—namely: to arbi- 
trate first and to exhaust arbitfation before 
striking. When arbitration is entered upon 
in good faith and with a willingness to make 
concessions and determination to arrive at 
mutual agreement if it be possible, it rarely 
fails to produce the desired result. Both 
sides are reasonably. free from prejudices 
and in better temper than if there had first 
been a strike, and yet in Chicago the almost 
invariable practice is to strike first and then 
state the causes, if there be any. By that 
time employers, who have had no time ta pre- 
pare for the sudden stoppage of business, 
are in anything but an amiable condition to be- 
gin negotiations, and contention is almost al- 
ways sure to result. The end in the majority of 
cases is that the employers lose money by the 
stoppage and the employés lose their wages 
and eventually go back to work on the old 
terms or do not go back at all because their 
places have been supplied. The working- 
men of Chicago have’ been misled against 
their own interests for the last two years by 
professional labor agitators and Socialistic 
brawiers of the Morgan and Currlin stripe, 
who have done their best to infuse them with 
hatred for their employers and enmity 
against capital, and to urge them into strikes 
as a species of revenge. The sooner they 


refuse to listen to them ‘the better it will de 
for their interests, The workingmen of 
Boston, who have no affiliation with Social- 
ism, haye set them an example they would 
do well to follow. . 


; MONEY I CITY ELECTIONS 
In his recent address before the Common- 
wealth Club of New York Mr. Joseph B. 
Bishop stated that every general election in 


that city cost at least $700,000, and that of 


this amount $290,000 is contributed by the 
city for legal expenses, $310,000. ig derived 
from assessments on candidates, and $200,000 
from assessments upon ‘ officséholders and 
through voluntary contributions. The levies 
on officeholders are as follows:

As Mr. Bishop says, the effect of this sys- 
tem is to make the government of the city 
largely a matter of bargain and sale. The 
question is not as to the eandidate’s fitness, 


but whether he can pay the assessment, and 


this is the main point even in cases where, as 
Fernando Wood said, it is necessary to pan- 
der a little to the moral sense of the com- 
munity.” If by any chance poor men are 
nominated for important offices they must, in 
order to pay their assessments, “‘ borrow the 
money and give liens on their future salaries 
as security -a practice which tends strong- 
ly toward boodleism and an attempt to re- 
coup losses by illegitimate means while in 
office. Mr. Bishop is compelled to confess 
that the best results are reached in New 
York incases where. wealthy men buy and 
pay for their nominations with a view to ac- 
quire some reputation by the performance 
of good public service. Such men, having 
bought and paid for their offices, are free 
from embarrassment, while the man of 
limited means who continues burdened by 
campaign debts while in office is constantly 
tempted to engage in rascally schemes and 
abuse his trust. This is a wretched condition 
of politics, and yet it is found in all American 
cities in some degree. Mr. Bishop says the 
reason Judges are paid such large salaries in 
New York is solely to enable them to meet 
their campaign assessments out of their 
salaries, and so make it possible for men of 
moderate means to aspire to the bench if not 
to other places. 

The remedy proposed in New York to 
check the inordinate demand for money in 
citv elections is to have the municipality pay 
all legitimate expenses as far as possible, and 
then adopt the English pian of limiting the 
candidates’ expenses by law. Assessments 
are to be prohibited, and all such election 
work as the printing and distribution of bal- 
lots is to be performed by the city. A bill 
already prepared for submission tothe Legis- 
lature fixes the number of agents whom 


each candidate may employ and specifies | 


their compensation; puts the maximum per- 
sonal expense of a candidate for Mayor or 
Controller at $1,000 and of candidates for 
minor offices at $250; requires publication 
after election of a full statement duly sworn 
to and accompanied by vouchers showing the 
payment of all moneys expended; and pro- 
vides as a penalty for a false return of ex- 
penses disfranchisement from holding office 
or voting in the city and State for ten years. 


METHODIST MINISTERS AND PROHIBITION 

The Methodist ministers in the New York 
East Conference have had a lively and inter- 
esting tussle with each other over the ques- 
tion of prohiliition. At its recent meeting 
the Committee on Resolutions, which is 
dominated by Prohibiuonists of the out-and- 
out stamp, presented a report which con- 
demned the advocates of the Crosby High- 
License bill and denounced every effort to 
regulate the liquor traffic which was not 
based on the regular third-party Prohibition 


standard. The committee in making its re- 


port, however, ran against an unexpected 
snag. Some of the ablest men in the confer- 
ence, among them the Rey. Drs, Buckley, 
Curry, Pullman, and Prof. Rice of the Wes- 
leyan University, strenuously opposed its 
adoption. Dr. Buckley declared that if 
the committee’s report was adopted he 
would either “find a new church 
or found one.” Said Dr. Curry: “I 
‘am in sympathy with every kind 
‘of temperance work. If I get among high- 
„license men I say ‘God bless you, hit em 
„again.“ Said Prof, Rice: “If we can’t 
‘shut up all the rumshops don’t we want to 
“shut up all we can! Since the veto of the 
**High-License bill, from every low grog- 
‘shop hosannas to Gov. Hill and doxologies 
„to the Devil have gone up. Do we want to 
„join that diabolical chorus?’ The result of 
the debate was that the Prohibitionists were 


worsted in the argument and that the purpose 


of their report was thwarted by an amendment 
which recognized every aid to temperance 
work, such as Murphyism, the Roman Catho- 
lic Church, temperance aid societies, high 
license, the pulpit, and the religious press. 
The amended report was adopted by a large 
majority. 

This action of one of the most important 
conferences in the Methodist Church is very 
important. It shows that there is a leaven 
of reason working among the brethren, and 
that they are growing liberal and tolerant. 
Dr. Curry expressed it when he said he was 
not prepared to say a whole loaf or none.“ 
If he could not get a whole loaf he was ready 
to take half a one. In other words, if he 
covld not have entire prohibition he was not 
willing to take free whisky, for that is the 
logical position of Prohibitionists. The ma- 
jority took a wise, rational course, not alone 
as Methodists, but as good citizens, and if 
their action were taken by other denomina- 
tions opuos ed to intemperance it would 
tar towards restricting the evils of — 4 
perance instead of increasing them, which is 
the outcome of Prohibitionist agitation, The 
action by the New York East Conference 
ought to havea salutary influence on the 
church at large, and array it solidly in favor 
ot the only measure which has yet shown it- 
self able to deal with 1 evil. 


THE VON RANKE LIBRARY. 

The recent purchase of the great historical 
library of Dr. Leopold von Ranke by an 
American suggests some refiections. There 
is no doubt that this library, which numbers 
many thousands of books, pamphlets, manu- 
scripts, and documents of all times and in 
all languages; is the finest historical collec- 
tion in the world. It was made by one of 
the most eminent historical writers of any 
age, with special reference to historical study 
and the writing of histories, and must have 
been selected, therefore, with great care and 
with an eye to accuracy and scholarly value. 
Such a scholar as Von Ranke would not be 
likely to select worthless or unreliable works. 
It must represent, therefore, the history of 
the worid in a compac#and accurate form. 

It is a little remarkable that the German 
Government, which nad the option of pur- 
chase, did not care to preserve in one of its 
libraries or museums this relic of one of the 
most distinguished scholars of the Father- 
land, but the diversion of the library caused 
by the American purchase is still more re- 
markable. This great and invaiuable collec- 


tion, which should have gone to one of the 


large cities uke New York. Boatan. Philadel, 


pala. or Chicago,- 5 con ot the university 
towns like Cambridge, New Haven, Ithaca, 
or Ann Arbor, is going to Syracuse, which is 
neither a large city nor a university town, 
but a place principally devoted to the manu- 
facture of salt and the supply of provisions 
to through railroad travelers. The question 
immediately arises, What do the Syracuse 
salt boilers want of Von Ranke’s historical 
library? Had it been a collection of saline 
treatises the purchase might have been un- 
derstood. The library was sold for the 
ridiculously low sum of $25,000, but even 
at this figure we can hardly believe 
the Syracuse people would care to invest 
that sum in history when it would have gone 
so far in salt machinery. Whatever may 
have been the motive that prompted the pur- 
chase, it was an unfortunate one, for it will 
result in shutting this library out from the 


use of scholars in this country as completely 


as if it had remained in Germany, 

It may be pertinent to ask in this connec- 
tion what the trustees of the Newberry free- 
library fund were doing that they did not 
secure this collection at once: It has been 
known for some time that it was for sale. As 
the Newberry library is to be a scholars’ ref- 
erence library, it is ust such a collection as 
is needed for it. It would have made the his- 
torical section of it complete. It would have 
been accessible to scholars, and it would have 
redounded to the credit of Chicago to have 
possessed it. It is remarkable that the 
trustees should have allowed it, as well as 
the Scherer Philological Library, Which was 
sold at a correspondingiy cheap price, to have 
slipped through their fingers, In the same 
connection it may be pertinent to ask what 
the trustees are doing anyway, Their delay 
and dilateriness are not very encouraging.

1 CAUTIOUS CHICAGO.” 

Under this head the Kansas City Journal 
expatiates at length upon the mistaken as- 
sumption that the National banks of Chicago 
do not care to have this city made a central 
reserye city, while St. Louis lost no time in 
securing that distinction. It is indeed char- 
acteristic of our business-men to look before 
they leap. The distinction of being on a par 
with New York before the law in the Na 
tional bank reserves might be bought at too 
high a cost. The privilege has its offsets. 
When a city is raised to the first or central 
class its National banks must keep W per 
cent of their reseryes in their own vaults; 
when it belongs, as Chicago has so long done, 
tothe second or reserve class, they must 
keep only one-half that per cent in their own 
vaults, the other half being kept, if they so 
desire, in the vaults of banks in the central 
reserve class; if the city is neither reserve 
nor central reserve then itis not necessary 
to keep more than 6 per cent of the total 
reserve in the bank’s own vault. It 
would be foolish for the banks in any city to 
pass from one clags to another without 
counting the cost. The law formerly under- 
took to decide for different localities what 
ought to be done in this regard, but now the 
theory is that the banks, under the supervis- 
ion of the Controller of the Currency, are the 
best judges of their own interest and the 
general interests intrusted to them. 

The simple question is, Would the country 
deposits of our city banks be increased by 
adopting the central system more than 
enough to make up for the additional burden 
of strictly home deposits! It would have 
been unwise to have reached a conclusion 
without a careful suryey of the field. The 
change would involve the locking up ofa 
great deal of money which might otherwise 
be deposited in New York, where it would 
earn something. The matter was decided 
last week. It takes the concurrence of three 
fourths of the banks to secure the change, 
and thirteen of our sixteen National banks 
have united in asking the Controller to 
grant the change. It will soon be an ac- 
complished fact. 

Last winter, when the new reserve act 
was pending before Congress, Tue TrisuNE 
urged its passage on the ground, first, that 
the banks of each city should be allowed to 
determine to what class the town should be- 
long, thus wiping out the last vestige of 
monopoly in our banking system: and, sec- 
ond, that the time had come when Chicago 
should enjoy all the financial rights under 
the law granted to New York and assume 
all the obligations exacted of the latter city. 
If Chicago is not, like New York, internation- 
al from a commercial and financial point of 
view, it is certainly as broadly National. Its 
business lines extend to the whole country, 
and it is in a preéminent degree the banking 
centre of the West, We have not been im- 
patient with the delay of our banks in mak- 
ing their practical indorsement of our opin- 
ion, confident that they would come to it in 
good time, as they have done. Without in- 
dulging in random guesses, it is safe to say 
that when the new central reserve system 
gets fairly under way it will mark a new de- 
parture in the financial importance of Chi- 
cago. 


STATUS OF THE DRAINAGE SCHEME. 

With a sewage outlet through the Des- 
plaines and Illinois Valleys to the Mississippi 
discharging 600,000 cubic feet per minute and 
flushed from Lake Michigan, Chicago would 
have an uncontaminated water supply and a 
drainage system excessively elaborate—one 
tar beyond present or prospective demands. 
Among those who have given most attention 
to the subject there is practical unanimity in 
regarding the Desplaines-Illinois plan as the 
best proposed, and differences of opinion are 
mainly as to the extent to which the growth 
of the city should be anticipated in carrying 
out the scheme. The plan now before the 
Legislature and embodied in the amendments 
submitted on behalf of Chicago by Mr. 
Crafts contemplates an enormous channel 
discharging 600,000 cubic feet per minute, 
which experts say would produce a dilution 
of 60,000 cubic feet per minute to each 100,000 
people on the basis ef a total population of 
1,000,000, and 24,000 cubic feet of dilution per 
minute to each 100,000 people with a total pov- 
ulation of 2,500,000. Dr. Rauch and Mr, Hering 
testify that a dilution of 18,000 cubic feet for 
each 100,000 people is more than ample, and 
accordingly the present plan would dispose 
of the drainage problem until the population 
of Chicago has increased nearly fourfold. 

The measures before the Legislature known 
as the Winston and Hurd bills both contem- 
plate the abandonment of the canal and the 
diversion of sewage through the Desplaines 
and Illinois to the Mississippi, sufficient de- 
clivity being secured by deepening and en- 
larging the first named river by means of a 
heavy cut through the limestone uplift below 
Lemont, The enlargement of the canal above 
Summit, its connection with the Desplaines 
at that point, and the diversion of the flood- 
waters of the Northern Desplaines water- 
shed are all features which belong to the 
scheme contemplated by both the Hurd and 
Winston bills. Soth measures aim to secure 
a system of drainage via the Desplaines and 
Illinois which will be adequate for a city of 
2,500,000 and at the same time be no offense 
to the people in the river valleys. Instead 
of the present offensive sewage they are 
to receive a large volume of water 
which will thoroughly dilute it, and 
moreover they are to realize ail the 


advantages of a fine navigable stream and 


valuable water power, The opposition now 
being waged against both the Hurd and 
Winston bills springs from a speculative 
syndicate at Joliet which desires to secure a 
monopoly of the water-power at that 2a 
and accordingly obiects to the plans under 


consideration which empower the Chicago 
drainage district to lease any water-power 


which it may create and maintain. ‘The 


Legislature

from regular rates. This is worse even than 
the experiences Which Mapleson used to 
have on the long-haul routes. True, he trav- 
eled light and had a persuasive way with 
him, and engaged artists who were contented 
if they never had any money, presumably 
working for art alone, and this much was in 
his favor. He was in constant trouble, but 
somehow he always got there just the same, 
though he never had a cent of money, Evi- 
dently he had resources in management un- 
known to the American opera, which 
has a long string of moneyed stockholders. 
There must be a screw loose somewhere. 
American opera is a good thing: The Amer- 
ican performances are good. The American 
people have been generous patrons. be 
trouble, then, with the American ma - 
ment? If not, whatisit? Is it not time for 
Mrs. Thurber to call a halt and order a thor- 
ough investigation before the troupe goes to 
everlasting smash? As a matter of National 
pride it is not pleasant to see it traveling 
about the country like an impecunious op- 
eratic tramp. Besides, its afflictions are 
growing tiresome.

THE THACKERAY LETTERS. 

The installment of Thackeray’s letters to 
Mr. and Mrs. Brookfield, which was printed 
in the April number of Scribner's Magazine, 
will arouse fresh interest in the life and 
works of the great novelist. Few writers of 
fictaon have been less known personally than 
Mr. Thackeray, and the result is that he has 
been judged by his works and set down as a 
satirist with a contempt for the weaknesses 
and foibles of his kind. These letters re- 
veal the mistake that has been made by 
those who could not discover the good nature 
and large-heartedness that lie below his keen 
satire. They were written to personal 
friends with no expectation that the world 
would ever see them, and to friends for 
whom he had a warm and affectionate re- 
gard. He had made a request to his daugh- 
ter not to publish any letters he had written 
to her, but the letters to the Brookfields were 
not included. Her consent to their publica- 
tion was in no sense a violation of the pater 
nal request, and is in the nature of a public 
boon, for there has long been a keen desire 
on the part of Thackeray’s readers to know 
the real Thackeray. 

And what a pleasant glimpse of the great 
novelist they give us, and of the good, pure 
heart that beat in that sturdy frame! What a 
frank, youthful nature, what warm lovingness 
and tender sympathy with all that is good, 
true, and noble! Genial humor, a keen sense 
of the ridiculous, tender compassion, and a 
bright, sunny temperament were combined 
in this satirist. It is impossible to believe 
that he did noteven have a sort of fellow- 
feeling aud pity for the flunkies and toadies 
whom he lashed and real affection for the 
Becky Sharps and Amelia Osbornes, and 
even the Pitt Crawleys and vealy Penden- 
nises. So far from being the pessimist some 
have imagined he was an optimist of the best 
kind. It is only necessary to compare these 
letters with those of other authors that have 
been recently published to see how little sill- 
ness and yanity, how little jealousy and 
meanness, there were in this great nature. 
It adds to the interest of these epistles that 
they were written in the midst of domestic 
sorrows which only served to develop still 
nobler thoughts and utterances. 

It has been the fashion in some quarters to 
decry Thackeray and underestimate his work 
because it is not based upon the prevailing 
analytical craze. These letters, however, 


will only cause his admirers to cling more 


closely to him and enlarge his constituency 
among those who cannot fail to be charmed 
by such a sunny, kindly nature and such a 
great, warm, true heart. Even if this 
first installment were all it would be 
sufficient to show us Thackeray as he really 
was and to arouse fresh interest in every- 
thing that came from his pen.

THE VAST RIVER ORINOCO. 


Its Extent and Resources—A Venezuelan 
Appeal Against English Encroachments. 
Cuicago, April 16.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. ] The fact that the Republic of Vene- 
zuela has now made a direct appeal to the 
United States in regard tothe encroachments 
which Great Britain is making upon her ter- 
ritory may possibly arouse this Government 
to a proper sense of its responsibility to the 
world in regard to our sister republics. From 
1711, when the Earl of Oxford originated his 
South Sea scheme, to the present hour vari- 
ous projects for piercing the American Isth- 
mus have been under discussion. But chains 
of mountains intervene at every point except 


at the Rio San Juan and the Lakes of Nicar- 
and,Leon or at the more northern de- 


eled the 1 of the locomotive from 
Chicago to the Valley of Mexico, and may 
even extend it to the Southern Continent. 
But the Government of the United States, 
although upon occasion spasmodically allud- 
ing to what is still remembered as the Mon- 


ros doctrine,” has hitherto stolidly held itself 


aloof while Governments were 


quietly establishing their cordons around us 


in every direction. 

Many years the exploring expedition 
of Lieut. Herndon to the River Amazon at- 
tracted wide attention and was attended by 
the most satisfactory results, and it is only 
reasonable to suppose that a similar explora- 
tion now of the great mver of Venezuela, so 
much nearer the ports of the United States, 
would be of greater value to us commercially 
and otherwise. For more than twenty years 
there has been a proposition before our State 
Department for an exploration of the Orinoco 
River and its vast tributaries—an actual in- 
vitation from the Venezuelan Government. 
Instead of acce which in the generous 
spirit in which it was given, we have been 
fruitlesly endeavoring to enforce an accumu- 
lation of “Venezu claims,” many of 
which are finally admitted to be fraudulen 
and which we have virtually been compell 
to abandon.

Its most southern 
source rises in the Cordilleras of the Andes, 
at the second parallel, 75° west—the Cass)- 
— which connects it with the waters of 
e Amazon, extending to a little beyond the 
third parallel, in longitude 69° west. Its gen- 
eral course is from west to east, but it trav- 
erses and irrigates the country in every di- 
rection, and through its navigable affluents 
drains a region of untold fertility and mar- 
velous extent, estimatéd at 252,000 square 
miles. At a point 600 miles from the ocean 
it has a depth of forty fathoms and a 
width of three miles. At Angostura, which 


is 250 miles from the sea, it has a depth of 


sixty-five fathoms at the lowest tides and 3 
width of four miles.cOf its hundreds of navi- 
gable affluents, the Atabapo, the Guaviare, 
the Meta, the Aranca, and the Apure, some 
are said to be of greater volume than the 
Danube, and there are fifty or more equal to 
our Hudson or Potomac—each a giant in it- 
seif, and all emptying into this grand tribu- 
tary of the sea. ; 

It will be remembered that it was at the 
mouth of the Orinoco that Columbus, im- 
pressed by the vast volume of water, became 
convin that he had discovered a conti- 
nent. Of this great river there are two 
grand divisions or navigable lines of com- 
munication, the one extending from the 
west to éast by the Apure, the Meta, 
and the lower Orinoco and the 
other from south to north by Rio Negro, the 
Cassiquiare and the Upper Orinoco. I speak 
of these as lines of communication, for it 
must be borne in mind that there are no 
other highways inthis region. The first of 
these flows towards Angostina and the sea 
by the Portuguesa, the Masparro, the Santo 
Domingo, and the Orivante, bearing the 
products of the plains of Venezuela and the 
table lands of Bogota by the Rio Casaua 
the Crato, and the Pachaquiaro. The secon 
line, founded on the bifurcation of the Ori- 
noco, leads to the southern extremity of Col- 
ombia by the San Carlos, the Negro, and se 
on to the Amazon. 

The great plains of Venezuela are drained 
and irrigated throughout their whole extent 
by the Orinoco and its affluents. This is the 
secret of their great fertility. They include 
the choicest sections of the provinces of 
Apure, Barinas, Cababébo, Caracas, Barce- 
lona, and Cumana, are among the most 
* in — * : 

e great n of the Orinoco opens to the 
east from the slope of the Andes and the 
** lianos,’’ or plains, extend south to the basin 
of the Amazon and the Rio Negro, and north 
and east in one unbroken sweep to the delta. 
President Blanco, in his late mes to Con- 
j enumerates the several works of in- 
ternal improvement which the Government 
has recently undertaken looking to the de- 
velopment of this vast region. 

The plains of the Lower Orinoco and its 
affluents, the Meta and Guaviare, have been 
estimated at 29,000 square leagues. The im- 
agination fails to comprehend the extent and 
resources of this terrestrial paradise. While 
cattle are sometimes freezing and starving 
on our snow-covered prairies, or flying in 
terror over the arid and fiame-swept plains, 
millions of noble animals are frolicking in 
— upon these broad savannas of Vena: 

Of the vegetation and flora of this ion 
it is safe to say that no other tion of 
this hemisphere affords such various

LECTURES ON AMERICAN HISTORY. 


The Course Inaugurated Before the Chi- 
cago Manual-Training School Yesterday. 
The lectures on American history before 

the Chicago Manual-Training School were in- 

augurated yesterday afternoon. The first 


series includes the period of the War for the 
Union. The attack on Fort Sumter and its 


‘subsequent recapture by the Federal forces 


were graphically descri by Maj. Horatio 
L. Wait. The lecturer served in the boat 
Pemberton at the time of the Confederate 
attack, and at the subsequent si of 
Senses garage eee 
gren’s agship iladelphia. 

: map of Charleston Harbor was 
referred to by Maj. Wait in explaining 
the positions of Fort Sumter and the Con- 
federate batteries and troops in Charleston. 
Fort Sumter was but little known before 
the War. but when rumors of secession be- 
came rife Maj. Anderson, in charge of a 
small rison at Fort Moultrie, secretly 
moved his men under cover of night to Fort 
Sumter. The fort was designed to mount 
135 guns, but Maj. Anderson was enabl to 
mount but fifty-two. The Confederates were 
greeny enraged at these preparations of de- 
ense, and made insolent demands that they 
cease, which Maj. Anderson refused to com- 
ply with. Then came the firing of the fatal 
shot, the memorable 12th of April. 

In connection with the fallof Fort Sumter, 
the speaker related some ludicrous reminis- 
cences. Gen. Roger A. Pryor accompanied 
the party of Confederates to the fort to ar- 
range the terms of surrender, and while thus 
en Gen. Pryor discovered a black bottle 
standing on the shelf. He immediately 
helped himself to what he supposed was 
whisky, but ved instead to be iodide of 
potassium. The General was carried out 
on the parade, and the surgeon used 
his stomach-pump to such g effect 
that serious results were dissipated. Some 
one remonstrated with the surgeon for sav- 
ing Gen. Pryor’s life, urging that if one of 
the enemy’s leaders came over and poisoned 
himself it was none of the surgeon’s business 
to interfere. The surgeon made the retort 
that he was there to save the fort’s drugs, 
and he would notallow even the enemy to 
carry any portion of themaway. The speaker 
then described the various movements made 
against Charleston, the blockades, bombard- 
ment, assaults, etc., and the final evacua- 
tion * Confederates. The 14th of April, 
1865, the same flag that had been lowered 
four years before was again hoisted by Maj.

Iodine ran well till coming to 
the stand at the end of the first mile she — 
the railing, throwing her jockey and injuring her 
leg. Perritt was at her heels by the time she 
was ready to move on, and they went off to-

LOOKING INTO THE M’GRATH FIRE. 


Nobody Knows Where It Started, but It 
Evidently Caught Early. 
Fire-Inspector Shay continued the investiga- 
tion of the McGrath fire yesterday. The 
cause was not developed oy the testimony. 
Employés testified that there were no fires on 
the upper floors, nor any machinery nor oil 
rags. Smoking was prohibited by the firm, 
but was indulged in occasionally by the em- 
ployés. N. W. Edgar, who first discovered 
the fire from the window of his room ina 
building opposit, said he did not know 
enough to turn in an alarm. It was 
ten minutes before any “one else dis- 
covered the flames. Ed thinks the fire 
originated on the fourth floor, but the weight 
of evidence was * him. The firemen 
all say it was on the top floor, and spread 
downward when the skylights in the shaft 
broke. John J. Janes, the insurance broker, 
said he was on his way to the theatre with 
his wife at 8 o’clock. At the corner of Wa- 
bash avenue and Madison street he smelled 
smoke. He called his wife’s attention to it, 
and also toa hazy appearance to the north. 
If his wife had not been with him he should 
have made an investigation. He told her that 
the morning papers would contain an account 
of a fire in t neighborhood. They did, and 

he was interested to the extent of $50,000. 

All the evidence indicates that the fire 
started early in the evening, possibly by the 
carelesness of an employé in throwing a 
lighted match down at closing time. The in- 
combustible nature of wall-paper prevented 
the rapid spread of the flames.

A HUGE BOND SWINDLE. 
Thougands of Dollars’ Worth 


Bogus Vir- 
ginia Securities on th ket. 
RicHMOND, Va., April 1§.—[Special.]— 


Thousands of dollars“ worth'of spurious Vir- 
ginia bonds have been unloaded in Boston 
and New York. This startling bit of finan- 


first intimation of the existence of these 
spurious bonds was conveyed in a telegram 
to well-known brokers here from a Boston 
house asking what they would give for a lot 
of these bonds. This morning $30,000 worth of 
the bonds were received by bankers here. The 
fact that they bore the imprint of the Ken- 
dall Bank-Note Company of New York was 
in itself proof that they were of no account, 
as the legitimate bonds bear the imprint of 
the American Bank-Note Company of New 
York. The spurious bonds bear the signa- 
ture of D. R. Reverly, Treasurer, and J. A. 
Smith, Second Auditor. The name Smith is 
fictitious, no such person having been Au- 
ditor of Virginia. The forged bonds re- 
ceived here today numbered from one to 432, 
and as they are of the $1.000 series} it is 
most probabie that the amount afloat upon 
the market is $432,000, because in the pack- 
ages nowin the possession of the present 
Board of Sinking-Fund Commissioners the 
numbers run consecutively from 432 up- 


wards. 

About 1881, when Mahone was in possession 
of the Virginia patronage and had a majority 
of the ature, advertisements for bids 
for engraving the new Riddleberger bonds 
were published. Among the bidders was the 
American Bank-Note 2 of New York, 
which put in the lowest bid. The 
was awarded to the Kendall Company.

A MYSTERIOUS DISAPPEARANCE. 


Lewis Hollenbach, a La Salle Street Saloon- 
i keeper, Strangely Missing. 
Detectives Haas and Hoffman of the Cen- 

tral Station are endeavoring to unravel the 
mystery surrounding the sudden disappear- 
ance of Lewis Hollenbach, who keeps a sa- 
loon at No. 128 La Salle street, and who has 
not been seen since last Sunday night. Hol- 
lenbach is about 81 years old, five feet eight 
inches tall, weighs about 160 pounds, of fair 
complexion, blue eyes, and blonde mustache. 
At the time of his disappearance he was at- 
tired in a dark suit of clothes, cutaway coat, 
and wore a stiff hat. Being a single man, 
Hollenbach lhved with his brother, Peter 
Hollenbach, at No. 281 Twenty-ninth 
street. A TRIBUNE reporter called at 
the Hollenbach residence last night 
and ascertained the movements of the miss- 
ing man up to the time of his disappearance. 
Sunday he appeared in unusually good spirits, 
and, together with his brother, spent the day 
in riding and walking. At 8o’ciock he starte! 
out for a walk with his brother and wife, but 
at the corner of State and Twenty-ninth 
streets he excused himself and said he was 
to meet a friend at Twenty-second street. He 
had gone but a short distance when he called 
to his brother that he would be home by 10 
o’clock. He did not return home that bo gr 
and the following day his brother stop at 
the saloon to ascertain if Lewis had been 
there. Receiving a negative reply he started 
out to make inquiries. He visited the various 
saloons on tate street, but no one 
had seen the missing man except. 
the bartendar at.a place on the corner of 
State and Twenty-fourth streets, who stated 
that Lewis came in and drank a small glass 
of beer. From this point all traces of his 
future movements were lost. Last Tuesday 
Peter Hollenbach reported his brother's dis- 
ap nce to the police. 
ollenbach was regarded by his friends 
and associates as a steady, temperate young 
man. He was not given to fast company, 
but preferred the guiet and comforts of his 
brother’s home. s business affairs were 
in no condition to cause despondency that 
would lead him to attempt his life. At the 
time of his disappearance he had nearly $400 
on his person, and this fact leads his friends 
and relatives to believe that he has been 
foully dealt with.

Wasuineton, D. C., April 16. — Chief- 
Justice David K. Cartter of the Supreme 
Court of the District of Columbia died at 
his home in this city at 10 o’clock this 
evening, in the 75th year of his age. He had 
been in ill-health for some months, but his 
condition was not considered at all 
alarming until last Wednesday, when 
a severe cold which he had con- 
tracted developed symptoms sufficiently 
alarm to excite fears of a fatal termina- 
tion. is condition remained much the 
same, he retaining perfect consciousness un- 
tillate this afternoon, when he sunk into 
semi-conscious, and later into a wholly un- 
conscious condition, from which he rallied 
only at intervals up to the time of his death. 
The immediate cause of this is so little under- 
stood that an autopsy has been decided uvon. 
It is, however, the opinion of some of his 
friends that the remote cause, at least, of his 
death was cancer of the stomach. Accord- 
ing to his expressed wishes, his body will be 
buried at Cleveland, O. 


Judge Cartter was born in Jefferson County, 
New York,.June 22, 1812, and when a mere boy

He accepted the 
office in 1863, and from that time to the present 
devoted himself.exclusively to the duties of his 
position. As a vigorous dispenser of justice and 
sound legal decisions his judicial career is well 
known. Judge Cartter has always been regard- 
ed asaman of great business — and it is 
estimated that he leaves an estate worth 8500, 000.]

The Carpenters Showing a Disposition to

The carpenters’ strike took a new turn ves- 
terday when the Carpenters’ Council issued 
orders for all union men to return to work 
Monday morning for all employers willing to 
pay 85 cents per hour for eight hours’ work.

to terms in case of any trade being on strike. 
The carpenters’ troubles, which are not thought 
to be ended, were the basis of the proposition. It 
did not meet with any favor at the hands of the 
plasterers, who decided that each trade should 
take care of itself, and that they would have no 
amalgamation in theirs. 

The action of District Assembly No. 70 of 
Detroit in ordering the stove-molders not to 
strike complicated the situation. If the Detroit 
molders work upon the St. Louis patterns 
they will have no difficulty in turning out all the 
castings necessary. The St. Louis firm has a 
large force of non-union men at work, and with a 
little outside help can keep up with their de- 
mand. One striker said that the manufacturers 
wished to prolong the strike, and would ask the 
men to use the boycotted patterns, whether it 
was necessary or not. 


Probable Strike of the Stove-Molders. 

Det Rorr, Mich., April 16.—The Executive 
Board of the Knights of Labor today asked 
the stove manufacturers to discriminate in 
giving out the St. Louis patterns and give 
them to such men as were not Knights. It 
was desired that immediate action be post-

The commission promised to hear 
Wednesday the representatives of the Bos- 
ton interests who seek authority for the rail- 
roads to make rates from the West to that 
city to meet those made by roads whose ter- 
mini are in New York. No day has been as 
signed for hearing the representatives of Cal- 
ifornia interests seeking relief for the trans 
continental roads from the 1 1 of the 
long and short haul clause, but they are ex- 
pected some day next week.

Potomac, the New York, Philadelphia & Nor- 
folk, the Cape Fear & Yadkin Valley, the 
Louisville & Nashville, New Orleans & Texas, 
and the Newport News & Mississippi Valley 
Roads. No other cases were acted upon. 

Hulmes Cummins, General Counsel for the 
Louisville, New Orleans & Texas Railroad

He argued that it 
was individual discrimination alone which 
was obnoxious to the laws, and that dis- 
crimination’ which trea all alike—dis- 
crimination which was nevessary, asin the 
case of his company, to secure a share of 
competition in traffic—was not to be dis- 
turbed. Believing this to be the right inter- 
pretation of e law, his company, 
in the utmost good faith, was act- 
ing in accordance with it; but 
if it were in the judgment of 
the commssion, an erroneous interpretation, 
then he asked the relief described in the pe 
tition—namely: the privilege of meeting the 
rates of water lines at competing ints. 
The Northern connecting lines irom Kansas 
City and St. Louis to Memphis held differ- 
ently, believing it illegal to make lower rates 
for long than short hauls under any circum- 
stances, unless expressly authorized by the 
commission. Owi to this divergency of 
opinion h traffic was now suspended. 
is was an additional reason for a prompt 
decision of the point by the commussion. Mr. 
Cummins also stated that the associated 
lines in whose behalf the long and short haul 
clause was temporarily suspended ten days 
ago were, under their interpretation of that 
order, making rates to interior points which 
his road was unable to meet. 

As he was about to conclude his remarks 
his attention was called to a complaint from 
Port Gibson, La., charging his road with un- 

ust discrimination nst that road and in 
avor of Vicksburg. The complaint set forth 
that the rate upon cotton from Port Gibson to 
New Orleans was $1.75 a bale. while for the 
longer haul from Vicksburg 2 75 cents was 
charged. The people, it said, had expected 
lower rates as an effect of the Inter-State 
Commerce law. One thousand bales were 
now awaiting shipment. Mr. Cummins 
said he pleaded guilty to every- 
ching charged. This was exactly what 
his road was doing and what it 
asked leave to continue to do. The rates 
given by the road from Port Gibson are, he 
said, fully $1 a bale lower than the prices 
paid for hauling before the road was built.

REPRESENTATIVE DIXON’S EXPRESSIONS.

Merritt and a crowd 
of his friends, who were members of the 
Knights of the Golden Circle, went to this 
picnic and attacked and brutally -beat these 
sick and wounded men.“ Mr. Dixon did not 
show the letter but said he was satisfied its 
contents were genuine. 
„We have had lots of fun this week,“ con- 
tinued Mr. Dixon. We held the balance of 
—— and used it in a way that made both 
publicans and Democrats very weary.“ 
Dixon ridiculed the story that any conspir- 
— had been discovered in Chicago, the re- 
sult of which was the attempted assasination 
of Representative Bailey of East St. Louis. 
“There ain’t a half a dozen menin the Legis- 
lature,” said Mr. Dixon, who believe Bailey 
was ever shot at.“ Karlowski is simply a 
fool and not responsible for what he 
says or does.

MATTERS OF MUSIC, 


Revival of Dellinger’s “Lorraine „other 
Events of the Week. 

The McCaull opera company at the Chi- 
cago Opera-House has devoted the last 
week to the revival of Dellinger’s « Lor- 
raine,” which, it will be remembered, re- 
ceived its first American presentation in 
this city last January. Notwithstanding 
the somewhat weak nature of thé libretto, 
the work possesses an element of human 
interest which renders it an agreeable even- 
ing’s entertainment, and the audiences have 
uniformly been of good size. The music 
is bright and pleasing, approaching the 
standard of light, an opera. and 
r a value superior to that of the 

ilbert and Sullivan opera generally. 
In fact the work is calculated to appeal to 
the better class of patrons of comic opera— 
those who are able to appreciate musical ex- 
cellence as well as “horse-play.” Of the 
latter element there is no lack in the second 
and third acts, but while many Gomic operas 
seem to exist only as a vehicle for the intro- 
duction of absurdity and burlesque, in Lor- 
raine’’ this is more of an incidental, and the 
work supplies also something better. Sev- 
eral numbers, for example, the Provence 
Song,” the staccato chorus of pages in the 
second act, and the “Page’s Song which 
follows it are entitled to admiration for 
their merits merely as music. No small 
proportion of the favor with which Don 
Cesar“ was received by the public was due 
to the several repetitions of one of its most 
pleasing airs, and in Lorraine” the Prov- 
ence Song“ is employed in a similar manner 
though not to the same extent. In a comic 
opera so much depends upon the favor with 
which certain of the principal melodies are 
received and the musical appreciation of a 
certain class of the listeners is so limited 


‘when compared with the attendants upon 


grand or romantic opera performances that 
several repetitions of a melody as- 
sure that familiarit which largely 
influences approval. he same melody 
if heard but once would not be equally under- 
stood or enjoyed. In the absence of that 
peculiar quality known as catchy,“ and 
which is commonly of a nature to lose by too 
frequent repetitions at short intervals, a 
melody of a somewhat higher order needs to 
be heard more than once to enable its real 
beauty and dignity to be 1 by the 
average listener. This Dillinger seems to 
have understood, and accordingly in his 
works the most successful air of the opera is 
the one which possesses the greatest musical 
value, and is particularly emphasized in this 
manner. In the course of the week Miss 
Knapp has severai times replaced Miss 
Post in the röle of Madelaine, and also 
deserves a word of commendation 
for excellent work. Sheis a youthful vocal- 
ist with good dramatic ability, and her voice 
appears to be gaining in fullness. Mr. Hoff, 
as Lorraine, needs more than anything else a 
short course of study with some good teacher 
of vocalism that he may learn how to place 
his tones properly. His weakness in this par- 
ticular is evident whenever he tries to sing 

iano, his tones then becoming not only soft 

ut exceedingly pinched. Naturally, his 
voice, though not strong, is of quality, 
and with a good method of tone formation he 
would be a pleasing singer. Mme. Cottrelly, 
as the page, makes the mostof the opportu- 
nites offered by the part, but, while 
a trip-hammer can be employed to break 
the top of an egg without crushing the 
whole recourse to an engine of such mighty 
capacities for the production of insignificant 
results would be absurd. It is to be regretted 
that the opera contains no part worthy of 
Mme. Cottrelly’s powers. Mr. Hopper con- 
tributes much to the success of the work, and 
his interpolated song, Two Lovely Black 
Eyes,” is the most amusing feature of the 
performance. 

The Artists’ Club concert, which occurred 
last Tuesday afternoon, was given in the 
First M. E. Church, presumably to afford Mr. 
Eddy an opportunity for organ selections. 
Though he made excellent use of the means 
at his disposal the organ is not one upon 
which the best results can be achieved. It is 
a pity that there is not in Chicago an easily 
accessible organ, thoroughly well adapted to 
concert purposes. The instrument in the 
First M. E. Church does very well in church 
work, but it is not large enough (having only 
two nks of keys) nor is it suit- 
able as regards character and variety 
of stops or number of composition pedals 
for concert playing where extensive and 
rapid changes of register are more frequent 
as well as necessary than in accompanyin 
the church service. The organ in Centra 


variety and quality of voicing, mechanical 
appliances, etc., but the great distance of the 
keyboards from the pipes, involving great 
length of trackers, with attendant mechan- 
ical difficulty in performance, almost pre- 
cludes the possibility of successfully 
interpreting some of the more elab- 
orate and complicated modern works 
for the organ upon this instrument. 
If it were deemed practicable to piace the 
manuals upon the main floor of the audito- 
rium, replacing the present style of connec- 
tion with electric action, the instrument 
would at once become in all respects worthy 
of the powers of our best resident artists, be- 
sides being easier to handle in accompanying 
oratorio performances and church services. 
There are a number of large and effective 
instruments in churches at some uistance 
from the business centre of the city, but 
their location is not such as to encourage 
the giving of organ concerts to any 
great extent, and even in the best 
of them devices of importance to the concert 
player, though of little use in church work, 
are wanting. Chicago, however it may be 
favored in other respects, has nothing worthy 


ments in some European cities, as for exam- 
ple those in St. George's Hall, Liverpool, and 
the Royal Albert Hall, London. If a suitable 
place can be provided it is to be wished that 
such an instrumert might be procured for 
the new Chicago Auditorium Building. 
At Mr. H. Jacoby’s benefit concert, at 
Reed’s Temple of Music, an interesting pro- 
m ‘was presented. Mrs. Fansie Bloomfield- 
eisler played a pastorale by Scarlatti. as ar- 
ran y Tausig, and Liszt’s Rhapsodie 
Hongroise No. 12s The Pastorale was dainti- 
ly shaded, the different melodies being 
prought out with a beautiful singing tone. 
The Liszt rhapsody received an interpreta- 
tion in which vigor, accuracy, and breadth 
of style were conspicuous. She was enthusi- 
astically recalle and responded with 
another number. Miss Hess and Mr. Fred- 
erick Hess played a polonaise brilliante by 
Chopin, for piano and ’ceilo, in an artistic 
manner. Mrs. Laura Dainty won two recalls 
for her recitation of The Kiss Deferred.”

A French Book on Wagner. 

M. Georges Serviéres, a French Wagnerite, 
has published a book entitled “ Richard Wag- 
ner Judged in France.“ The 300-odd pages 
of the book are devoted to newspaper articles 
on Wagner written between 1856 and 1886. 
Though many of the articles are from the 
pens of writers of acknowledged ability, the 
rashness of critics’ opinions and prophecies 
is said to impress the reader as unprecedented. 
In 1860, when Wagner gave three concerts at 
the Thé&tre Italien, Florentino drew a n- 
portrait of the composer. His brow,” he 
said, is fine, noble, and high; the lower 
part of his face is crushed and vulgar. One 
would fancy that two fairies—an angry and 
a kind one—were present at his birth. The 
fairy of harmony caressed and beautified 
the brow, whence so many bold conceptions 
and strong thoughts were to come; the fair 
of melody, foreseeing the injury that would 
be done her by the child, sat upon its 
face and flattened its nose.” Some years 
ago Wilhelm Tappert of Berlin compiled and 
published a bulky work which he christened 
„ Wagneriana.” It was a collection of choice 
specimens of abuse and insulting epithets 
heaped upon the t composer by the press 
and derived chiefiy, if not wholly, from Ger- 
In view of the position which 
Wagner has achieved the ks furnish 
abundant proof of the fallibility of human 
udgment, especially when distorted by 

atred.

When in 1846 Richard Wagner presented 
his first opera to the director of the Royal 
Theatre at Leipsic the latter told him: 
“Your case is hopeless. You are an idealist 
of the most ideal kind.” And from that day 
up to the month of April of the year 1864 
Wagner’s life was the life of a genius 
struggling for recognition and bread. In 
1864 King Max of Bavaria, an idealist 
like his son, died. In April of the same 


year Prince Louis became King, and 
the first thing the 18-year-old idealist did 
was to send for Wagner. Wagner was then 
in Mariafeld, in Würtemberg. The King’s 
messenger arrived there two days after W ag- 
ner had left for Stuttgart. In that city Wag- 
ner received the pressing invitation of King 
Louis. The Secretary of the King had orders 
to take an extra fast train. which carried 
Wagner in six hours to the waiting King. It 
is interesting to read Wagner’s first impres- 
sions in his letter to Elizabeth Wille, the wife 
of a journalist of Hamburg. Here is the first 
letter: 

MUNICH, May 4, 1864.—Dearest Lady: I should 
be a base ingrate indeed were I to fail to inform 
you of my unprecedented good fortune. You 

now the young ga, Bavaria has given orders 
to call me to him. Today I was introduced to 
him. Alas! he is too beautiful, too intellectual, 
too noble spirited, too grand! I say alas, because 
the life of such a man as he is too sublime for 
this wretched world. It is a dream such as gods 
dream! He loves me with the tenderness and 
the ardor of a first love; he knows and under- 
stands me perfectly; be understands me like my 
own soul. He wants me to be witb him for- 
ever, to work, to rest, to have my 
operas produced on the stage. He 
will provide me with everything necessary for 
their worthy production. He desires me to finish 
my Niebelungen, and he promises to have it 
brought out just as I wish it. He wants me tobe 
my own master; he asks nothing of me except 
my friendship. Imagine my feelings. I 
am truly overwhelmed by the greatness of my 
good fortune! You cannot form an idea of the 
magic spell of his eye. The only fear I have is 
that he may die; he is too much of a miracle to 
live long. | 

King Louis wanted to be all alone with 
Wagner, so he cailed the great composer to 
his castle on the Lake of Sternberg, the same 
which saw the last day of his life. He used 
to spend entire days with Wagner. Read 
the letter, dated May 26, Sternberg: | 

I am sure ~ good fortune has come from on 
high—it is of divine origin. I was full of the 
greatest ideas. So strong was my interior im- 
pulse to compose that I commenced * Lohen- 
grin “ and the “ Meistersinger’’ on one day. But 
misfortune was my constant companion, when, 
in March, the moon fae Bavariadied. Improbable 
though it seemed, King Louis ascended the

His castle is but a quarter of 
an hour distant m my residence. He sends 
for me once or twice every day. I fly as though 
I was going to sweetheart. His conversation 
is ravishing.

Often we spend hours in blissful silence, looking 
at each other with love ineffable. Every- 
thing is so beautiful and so true, so genuine! 
My influence over the King is unbounded,

New York World: This is the motto of John 
Sherman, a standing candidate for the nomina- 
tion as President. These are his wards, spoken 
in his Southern tour: 
“The surplus can, it seems to me, best be re- 
duced by the expenditure of that surplus for the 
good of all, and especially where it is most need- 
ed. It is most needed in this great and yet unde- 
veloped section of ourcommon country, full of 
natural resources, full of undeveloped wealth, 
full of new vim and energy.“ 
Whatis this surplus? It is the amount of 
money collected from the people by the Govern- 
ment in excess of its needs. It is produced by 
unrepealed war taxes, maintained through the 
criminal neglect of Congress long after the ne- 
cessity of taxes disappeared. And instead of 
stopping this surplus by the natural and just 
method of reducing the taxes Senator Sherman 
would perpetuate and spend it. He would spend it, 
furthermore, as a bribe for the political support 
of a section that, according to his own testimo- 
ny, does not need it. A section that is full of 
natural resources, full of undeveloped wealth, 
full of new vim and energy,“ surely does not 
require to be made the subject of the Nation’s 
charity. The wonderfully rapid development of 
the South by private enterprise and capital 
shows that it is not in need of bounty or bribes,

A FLIGHT FROM THE HAREM. 


It was at Constantinople. We found our- 
selvesin a fleet of sixty vessels, of all na- 
tions. Ours was the only vessel flying the 
American flag. 

The time hangs heavily when ships are 
waiting for treights or winds to start them 
into active service. Pera had become dread- 
fully dull to us, and we had done up Constan- 
tinople and the surrounding country to our 
heart’s content. With the exception of an 
occasional dinner at the Consulate, there was 
no recreation to be had—no theatres or op- 
eras. A dozen of us tried to swim the Bos/ 
porus from the point from which Byron was

Our only resort was a hotel which was kept 
by the wife of the Captain of the port, 
who was in exile for murder.

mortalize in verse. Between the hotel and 
the landing where we took our boats for the 
ship was a distance of about three,quarters 
of à mile. Most of the streets were ed 
by gates, which were closed at night, w 
no one was allowed to unless sailors, 
who with a few piasters could bribe the 
guard to open for them at any time. We 
never ventured to be out late unless we werea 
dozen or so strong; then we would sally forth, 
lantern in one hand and pistol in the other, 
readv to defend ourselves nst robbers, 
who did not hesitate to take life. The Turx- 
ish authorities took no notice of troubles aris- 
ing among foreigners. The Consuls were 
supposed to care for the interests of their 
own people.

JUDGE HAWES’ LOVE FOR THE PHARAOBS. 


“Travels? Bless you, I've never traveled 
* except to Calcutta, a voyage or two 
to Hong Kong, and a trading stop or two at 
Singapore and Penang. I remember once we 
took a cargo of betel-nuts from Penang to 
Calcutta and there loaded up with hides and 
sugar. Betel-nuts? Why, they are what the 
Oriental women blacken their teeth with. 
They are the strongest dye in the world on 
certain things. No, I have never been at 
Aden; but I have been greatly interested in 
Egyptian and Arabian antiquities,” and with 
this the Judge went to his library and 
hauled out many interesting things.

THE LATEST IMPROVED MACHINE GUN. 


It Can Fire 666 Shots Per Minute and the 
Gunner Needn’t Touch It. 

In Mr. Hiram Maxim’s machine gun the 
speed of the fire can be regulated at will. The 
great principle is the utilization of the recoil, 
by the use of which the weapon becomes 
self-feeding and self-firing. The end of a 
canvas belt holding 333 cartridges having 
been inserted by hand into the breech from a 
box immediately below, the gun is started by 
pressing a button in front of the gunner or 


holding down a brass trigger immediately 
below the button. One shot having been 
fired, the recoil force cocks the hammer, 
draws the next cartridge into the barrel, 
locks the breech, pulls the trigger, and ejects 
the bullet out of 
cartridge case out ofan orifice below the 
breech; and the gun goes on disposing of 
cartridge after cartridge in like manner as 
long as the gunner pleases to supply it with 
ammunition. With the rifle-calibre E the 
gunner at his pleasure can re one 
shot or any number of shots up to 666 per 
minute (two belts of 333 cartridges — 
joined together in the latter case). Althou 
when flred at the rate of 666 per minute the 
bullets appear to leave the gun in a ceaseless 
stream, as a matter of fact each bullet de- 
parts for its billet with 150 feet start of its 
successor. If the bullets were fired aloft at 
an angle of 45° there would be 400 in the air 
before the first struck the ground. So = 
fectly is the gun under control that Mr. 
Maxim can write his name with bullets upon 
a plank in the dark. Ordinarily, and by 
preference, either the button is pressed or 
the trigger pulled each time a shot is tired, 
but if necessity demands or will insists the 
detachment of a spring will set the gun going 
absolutely by itself. The original gun (whic 
was of rifle calibre) weighed 68 pounds; the 
latest rifle calibre gun weighs 30 pounds. 
The machine gun of the other types which 
most closely approaches it in power has seven 
times as many barrels, weighs ten times as 
much, and costs four as much. The latest 
form of the Maxim gun (in which the difficul- 
ty of overheating was overcome, after six 
months’ work, by a water jacket of improved 
construction) is the fifth transformation 
which the original weapon, exhibited just

Possibility of Continued Usefuiness in a 
Ripe Old Age—Patti Still Charming at 
45—Work the Best Medicine—Occupa- 
tion What Mankind Needs. 

New Yor, April 16.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.|—The sight of David Dudley Field, now 
84 years of age, walking sturdily down Broad- 
way this morning was a text. 

Suppose we see if there is anything in it. 

When I was a boy a man who owned $100,- 
000 clear was very rich. It was the custom 
for men of moderate ambitions to retire from 
business when they had accumulated $50,000 
clear. That seemed to be the end and aim of 
ambitious men—to accumulate money erough 
to warrant their retiring from business. 

And then? 

Then they loafed. 

What is one who loafs? 

Obviously a loafer. 

So that oy logical sequence we arrive at 
the normal conclusion that the end, aim, and 
ambition of our forefathers was to become 
lgafers. Without discussing whether that 
was not as laudable an ambition as that 
which permeates the great American breast 
today—namely: the getting of more money 
—I pass to the point I desire to make—name- 
ly: that it is better to die in the harness 
than in flowery beds of ease; that it is better 


to work out than to rust out. With such 


specimens of vigor, mental and physical, be- 
fore us as the — — William, as — 
as Gladstone, as er, as Field, why is it 
not the duty of teachers to call attention to 
the possibility of a continuity of usefulness 
as a means toward the preserving of health 
and the insuring of longevity? . 
No man cares to die. 


I take no stock in ministers, or deacons, or 


Christians who stand with long faves in 
prayer-meetings and drawl out their desire 
to be with the angels in Heaven. That’s 
poppycock. The man, the woman doesn’t 
ive who wishes to die. Decrepit old age isa 
curse. Imbecility, impotency, senility are 
conditions all healthy minds should desire to 
avoid, anddo desire to avoid. How, then, 
shall the man of today best maintain his 
virility, his on vg mental clarity, his 
physical excellence! By work, by judicious 
exercise, by healthful eating and drinking, 
— by common-sense avoidance of poisonous 
rugs. 

I looked in at Barnum’s circus the other 
night, and, although there is much there of 
interest to me, the most interesting sight was 
the old man Barnum himself. 

Barnum always was a curiosity, and now 
that he is not far from 80 years ot age he is a

Uncle Tom's Cabin isa thing of 
the past. The old building long since went 
down in fire and up in smoke, but Barnum 
still remains. He is heavier, and a trifle 
logy, but his head is as clear, and his wit as 
bright, and his tongue as sharp, and his hand 
as ready as it was thirty years a The 
manager who, with courtly grace, ied Jenny 
Lind upon the stage in Tripler Hall to receive 
the — plaudits of a thousand 
clergymen, is the showman of today who 
controls, with his partners, the most com- 
plete exhibition of the kind upon the face of 
the earth, and he contemplates vast outlying 
ranges of effort in the near and far off 
future. 

Thirty years ago he was rich. 

A quarter of a century ago he could have 
retired,and spent his days in idleness and 
ease. ad he done so the obituaries that 
have been pining for his departure for these 
many years would Bag age ave been printed 
and he forgotten. H enry Wara Beecher 
at the time of his silver wedding with Plym- 
outh Church, in 1872, seen fit to retire from 
his pulpit, he could have gone to his home 
in Peekskill and devoted his time to the prep- 
aration in summer of two or three lectures for 
delivery in the winter. Here have em- 

loyed the energies and activities and intel- 
igencies of Maj. Pond to arrange for a hun- 
dred lectures here, there, and everywhere, 
which, according to the return shown me by 
Maj. Pond of the lectures ne did deliver, 
would certainly have netted him $50,000 each 
season. He didn’t need that amount of 
money to live on, and had he been lazy he 
could have confined himself to fifty lectures 
and made $25,000, and all the rest of all the 
days of these years he could have grown fat 
and lazy. Had he done so do you believe he 
would have lived to the ripe old age he at- 
tained, and have ne from us in 1887, 
crowned with an unbroken anthem of uni- 
versal praise? 

Not a bit of it. 

He would have rusted out, and at least ten 

ears ago would havedied, and although such 
had been the fruit of his genius in the years 
of his previous activity that no wave of time 
cBweld absolutely efface it the anthem would 
have been in no sense so universal and in no 
sense so overpowering. 

There is a rule, a law rather, which retires

It is an absurd law. 

Some men are stronger. and brighter, and 
better able to do public service in their 70th 
and 75th years than others are when but 50.

SCIENTIFIC BREVITIES, 


A New Fever Medicine—Dead Sea Salt—Ar- 


tificial Low Temperatures. 


Dr. Weill of Paris has been at work on the 
new therapeutical agent antifebrine (more cor- 


rectly acetanilide), and finds it to be an effectual 


medicine in treatment of fever, and that it also 


acts as a marked anesthetic. 


A large canoe was recently 
the bottom of the River Cher, near Vierzon, and 
has been placed in the museum of Bourges.

Since the classic experiments of 
Pictet and Cailletet in 1879 on condensing’ the 
stable gases and even the air to a liquid, remark- 
able results in low temperatures have been ob- 
tained. Thus, M. Wroblewski, by allowing 
liquid hydrogen to escape and vaporize, has pro- 
duced atemperature of 211° C., or 380° F. t 
this temperature neither gases nor liquid ex- 
ist, and all matter is solidified. 


Mr. G. H. Boehmer has recently contrib- 
uted tothe United States National Museum a 
paper on Norse naval architecture. He gives a 
clear and readable account of the forms of boats 
shown inthe rock sculptures through Sweden 
and Norway, of such fragments of boats of the 
third to the tenth centuries as have been collect- 
ed at various times. Two finds,“ those of Tune 
and Gokstad, are described in detail. The author 
draws attention to the present style of naval 
architecture, and shows that the form of boat 
now used for the extensive fisheries along the 
coast of Norway is almost identical with those of 
ancient times. The boats are long, narrow, low, 
suitable for either sailing or rowing, and excel- 
lently adapted to the use required of them.

FACTS ABOUT CYCLONES. 


Their Scientific Nature Discussed in a Paper 
Before the Royal Society of London. 

The Hon. Ralph Abercromby read a- paper 
Feb. 24 before the Royal Society of London 
ou The Relation Between Tropical and Ex- 
tra-Tropical Cyclones.“ Mr. R. H. Scott, F. 
R. S., gives some of the most important data 
in an abstract of the proceedings. 

All cyclones have a tendency to assume an 
oval form; the longer diameter may lie in 
any direction, but has a decided tendency to 
range itself nearly in a line with the direc- 
tion of propagation. Tropical cyclones have 
less tendency to split into two, or to develop 
secondaries, than those in higher latitudes. 
A typhoon which has come from the tropics 
can combine with a cyclone that has been 
formed outside the tropics, and form a single 
new and perhaps more intense depression. 
There is much less difference in the temper- 
ature and humidity before and after a tropi- 
cal cyclone than in higher latitudes. The

quality of the heat in front is always dis- 
tressing in every part of the world. 

The wind rotates counter-clockwise round 
every cyclone in the Northern hemisphere, 
and everywhere asan ingoing spiral. The 
amount of incurvature for the same quadrant 
may vary d course of the same 
cyclone; but in most tropical hurricanes the 
incurvature is least in front and greatest in 
rear, whereas in England the greatest in- 
curvature is usually found in the right front. 
Some observers think that, broadly speak- 
ing, the incurvature of the wind decreases 
as we e from the equator. The 
velocity of the wind always increases as 
we approach the centre in a tropical cyclone, 
whereas in higher latitudes the strongest 
winds and steepest gradients are often some 
way from the centre. In this peculiarity 
ximate more to the 
type of a tornado; but the author does not 
think that a cyclone is only a high] y-devel- 
oped whirlwind, as there are no transitional 
forms of rotating air. 

The general circulation of a cyclone, as 
shown by the motion of the clouds, appears 
to be the same everywhere. Ali over the 
world unusual coloration of the sky at sun- 
rise and sunset is observed, not only before 
the barometer has begun to fall at any place, 
but before the existence of any depression 
can be traced in the neighborhood. Cirrus 
appears all around the cloud area of a trop- 
ical cyclone, instead of only around the front 
semi-circle, as in higher latitudes. The 
alignments of the stripes of cirrus appear to 
be more radical from the centre in the trop- 
ics than tan — as indicated by the re- 
searches of Ley Hildebrandsson in En- 
gland and Sweden respectively. Every- 
where the rain of acyclone extends farther 
in front than in the rear. Cyclone rain has 
a specific character, quite different from that 
of showers or thunderstorms; and this char- 
acter is more pronounced in tropical than 
extra-tropical cyclones. a 

Squalls are one of the most characteristic 
features of a tropical cyclone, where they 
surround the centre on all sides, whereas in 
Great Britain squalls are almost exclusively 
formed along that portion of the line of the 
trough which is south of the centre and in 
the right rear of the depression. As, how- 
ever, we find that the front of a British cy- 
clone tends to form squalls when the inten- 
sity is very gress, the inference seems justi- 
fiabie that this feature of tropical hurricanes 
is simply due to their exceptional intensity. 
A patch of blue sky, commonly known as the 
„ bull’s-eye,”’ is t universal in the trop- 
ics and apparently unknown in tne higher 
latitudes. The author’s researches show 
that in middle latitudes the formation of a 
„ bull’s-eye’’ does not take place when the 
motion of translation is rapid; but as this. 
blue space is not observed in British cyclones 
when they are moving slowly it would ap- 
pear that a certain intensity of rotation is 
necessary to develop this phenomenon. 

The trough phenomena, such as a squall, a 
sudden shift of wind, and change of cloud 
character and temperature just as the barom- 
eter turns to rise, even far from the centre 
which are such a prominent feature in Brit- 
ish cyclones—have not been even noticed by 
many meteorologists in the tropics. The 
author, however, shows that there are slight 
indications of these phenomena everywhere; 
and he has collated their existence and in- 
tensity with the velocity of propagation of 
the whole mass of the cyclone.

Desecrating an Ultra-Fashionable Block—A

New York, April 15.—[Special Correspond- 
ence, ] Some of the noses in Fifth avenue are 
turned up at the Astors. That is astounding 
news, if not actually important, and it 18 
true. The residencesof the senior Astors 
are on the block between Thirty-third and 
Thirty-fourth streets. The progress of trade 


| up the avenue has frequently been com- 


mented on auring the last few years; but it 
has been said that, of course, the invasion 
would get a check when it came to the Astor 
houses. Well, itgot to the corner of Thirty- 
third street with the present year, when a 
wine importer bought three houses and be- 
gan to turn them into stores. The contrast 
is sharp. On the one side of the street is the 
remodeled building, with the big signboard 
of a restaurant on it, and plentiful labels of 
“To Let.“ On the other stands in dignified 
sobriety one of the Astor domiciles. But 
this week the swells have seen a strange 
sight. Right across Fifth avenue, directly 
facing the Astors’ homes, is a row of brown- 
stone houses belonging to the Astor estate 
and for a quarter of a century rented to pre- 
tentious families. A force of masons and 
carpenters have taken possession and are 
rapidly turning the premises into stores. 
That the Astors should themselves commit 
the offense of desecrating their own select 
block is what tip-tilts the noses of those who 
do not like it. 

Society is wide awake after the fast-asleep 
period of Lent, and the fun began with fool- 
ery on horseback. A masquerade was given 
by the members of an equestrian class, and 
for three hours the participants wore charac- 
ture costumes in their saddles. Bold knights 
and ladies fair abounded, naturally; but sev- 
eral of the male riders impersonated cow- 
boys, Indians, and clowns, while one venture- 
some girl become a circus performer, stand- 
ing on the padded back of her steed as he can- 
tered around the ring. This curious scene 
was at Dickel’s Academy, and the acting 


hostess was Mrs. J. N. Colton, a matron of 
potent social influence. The maiden of fancy 
free enough to enacta circus rider wore a 
mask, and her identity was not revealed, 
though good guesses were easy. 

The estate of a man who shrewdly observed 
high society’s ways turns out to be $200,000 in 


amount. His name was Emanuele Solari, and 


twenty-five years ago he was a common 
waiter in Delmonico’s restaurant. At that 
time, and long afterwards, Delmonico’s was 
the only really exquisit eating-house in town. 
There are now a dozen as favored, and sev- 
eral that are even higher-priced. Solari did 
the waiting in two or three of the private 
supper-rooms, up-stairs, and he observed 
that the guests resented the positive rule of 
the house that no doors be fastened, and that 


| the waiters drop in on every party at inter- 


vals of not more than five minutes. It wasn’t 
so much that the were wicked as 
that they dislik to be watched 
like school children. Solari thought 
it all over and over, in his heavy Swiss way, 
and he decided to open a restaurant where 
seclusion should be accorded to those who de- 
sired to dine or sup in private. He carried 
out his scheme, Solari's thereafter occupied 
a unique position in fashionable regard. It 
was not a big establishment, but its fare was 
first-rate, and after once serving the meal as 
ordered the waiters entered the rooms again 
only in response tothe tap of a bell. The 
price of this kindly inattention was added to 
the regular charges, though not specifically, 
and so Solari died worth a vast fortune. His 
restaurant was reputable, and yet a visit by 
a not sedulously chaperoned party was in the 
nature of an adventure. That gave zest to 
many an innocent but prankish supper in- 
dul in by wealth and fashion.

Men do like to take out lovely 
maidens, and so it is that, while beauty 1s 
plenty at the Metropolitan, the boxes do not 
contain anything like their — rtionate 
share of it. But Mrs. George Gould is beau- 
tiful anyhow; and, posed at the front of the 
Gould box, with her plump, smooth arms and

there is in the house, she has been the belle 
of the Patti week undeniably. If she is am- 
bitious to enter the society which adjoins her 
in the boxes she has to curb her desires, for 
Jay Gould has not yet undertaken to intro- 
duce himself to the Vanderbilts and the 
others of exaltation. As several clubs have 
declined to welcome him and the Stock Ex- 
change will not permit him membership, it is 
a puzziing question how strenuously society 
would resist him. A common idea is that 
one winter of gorgeous entertainments would 
prove irresistible.

Heliotrope the Prevailing Color—The Lat- 
est in Female Adornments.

is the pride that apes humility. Now the 


heliotrope seems a modest flower—a very 
honest, sweet, unassuming flower—yet how 
it will fling out its perfume till all the splen- 
did blossoms of the garden, the tulips, the 
peonies, the lilies, are forgotten and one 
searches till he finds the coy purple flowers 
that edge the plat and which the grass half 
hides. When some one discovered that the 
tint of the heliotrope was utiful and mod- 
ified the frantic purples with it every one 
was glad. It was a charming color. very 
one could wear it who was not toodark. But 
now a hundred different shades are clus- 
tered under the same general appellation. 
Lavenders, lilacs, mauves, all subdued pur- 
ples, whether the redor the blue predomi- 
nates in them, are known as heliotrope. Ah, 
it’s a crafty little flower, a vain, self-seekin 
little flower. One of the best things about it 
is that it makes a splendid color for red- 
headed women to wear. 

There is a charming little bride in one of 
the suburbs on the lake who has a most 
ae foo * obtrusive head of gold- 
red hair. The other day she helda recep- 
tion, the first one after her wedding 
and, being for the day the victim of 
a not unbecoming headache, assumed a 
semi-negligee. The skirt was of light helio- 
trope satin, and the train, which fell in pleats 
from the shoulders, was of cashmere of a 
darker shade of heliotrope. The bodice was 
of cashmere, and the upper half of it in 
front laced loosely over a vest of satin, anda 
Fédora fall of satin filled the lower part. 
Cashmere draperies were across the front of 
the skirt. A bitof Irish point at the neck 
and throat, and a few modest pearls for or- 


naments, stockings of heliotrope silk, and 


slippers of bronze-colored kid completed the 
dainty toilet. 

You can get almost any garment that is 
worn in heliotrope now, and as there is a 
rowing enthusiasm over colored undercloth- 
ng it is being utilized in the slips and other 
things of knitted silk that are rapidly re- 
placing the hideous woven flannels of the 
ast. Very few ladies who make a point of 
ressing with elegance wear white under- 
clothing now. The exquisit silken slips come 
in all tints and are universally becoming, 
They tie just above the shoulder with ribbon 
of the same or of a contrasting tint, and the 
trousers are tied below the knee in the same 
manner. The stockings can be of the same 
color when boots are worn, but if the toilet is 
of the sort that requires slippers the stoc«- 
ings are necessarily selected to suit the 
dress. Corsets of satin are also required 
to match or to iarmonize with the other 
garments, and the short skirts of flannel or 
eider-down are embroidered in the selected 
shade. The time was when underclothing, 
however elegant and costly, was sure to be 
ugly, but that time has passed, though it 18 
true that some of the stockings now dis- 
played in the shop windows are frantic 
enough in their design. The cream ones 
bearing great full moons of black, for in- 
stance, are as horrible as they well could be, 
and some of the combinations of color are 
enough to make one die of esthetic pain. 

Speaking of combinations of color, there 
are some very curious and daring ones shown 
in the spring millinery. One exquisit hat 
witha high crown and a narrow —— 
brim is trimmed with a pinkish chocolate an 
a —— golden brown, which is certainly a 
new harmony.

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VIC VERY ANGRY AT WALES 


THE PRINCE GETS A LECTURE FOR 
SUPPORTING MRS. POTTER. 


All the Same, He Visits the Theatre and 
Goes Behind the Scenes—The Real Story 
of Mrs. Potter’s Failure at the Haymar- 
ket—A Mediocre Actress—A Day in an 


English Country Village— Hampton Court 
Palace—Guying the Queen's Jubilee— 
Popularity of the Princess of Wales. 

Lonpon, March 31. [Special Correspond- 
ence.]|—Of course you have heard by tele- 
graph something of the story of the débutof 
Mrs. James Brown Potter at the Haymarket 
Theatre, but I do not believe that the real 
story of her appearance has been told in any 
of the American newspapers. From what I 
have heard there has been a tendency to 
soften the reports and to let her off as easily 
as possible. It is generally understood that 
she has gone on the stage because neces- 
sity has compelled her. At least this is the 
story that has been circulated in her in- 
terest. There is no doubt this has created 
for her a certain sympathy. In plain 
words, she made a failure in the Haymar- 
ket Theatre. Indeed, it could hardly have 
been otherwise. She has been vreparing 
for only six months and has never had any 
preliminary experience except in an occa- 
sional amateur way. ‘It is one thing to be 
able to recite poetry in a parlor before an au- 
dieuce of fashionable friends and to take up 
the part of a professional actress and carry 
it through on the stage, Mrs. Potter has 
talent, but she only has a moderate amount. 
She will succeed fairly well as an actréss if 
she keeps to work and does not attempt to 
play great star parts. She has ability enough 
tomake her living on the stage. Of that 
there is no question. But she has no great 
ability, and I don’t believe will ever reach 
anything more than a mediocre position on 
the stage if she remains there. She was 
very coldly received at the Haymarket 
and was only faintly applauded at the close 
of each one of the four acts. No part of her 
acting brought forth a burst of spontaneous 
applause from the audience during the course 
of the play. The Prince of Wales in almost 
every instance gave the signal for the ap- 
plause, and if it had not been for his pres- 
ence I am of the opinion that the galleries 
would have hissed her down, for there were 
a large number unfriendly to her in the gal- 
leries. But it must be remembered that it 
was a fashionable audience, ready to follow 
the nod of its leader, the Prince. When he 
applauded the applause came in a formal 
fashion, as if from a well-trained orchestra 
in answer to the baton of its leader. There 
is not much more to be said upon the oe 
Mrs. Potter has been thoroughly well adver- 
tised, but I think that she to a certain ex- 
tent put the gage of her own ability to the test 
when she staked everything upon the sup- 
port of the Prince of Wales. If she had had 
much ability she would not bave needed his 
approval. She was to have appeared here 
the 26th, but the Prince of Wales was obliged 
to be absent in Berlin to attend the festivities 
attendant upon the Emperor's birthday, so 
Mrs. Potter’s appearance was postponed until 
the 29th. It was a very un-American way of 
doing. An American actress who was to 
make her first appearance in the United 
States, dependent simply upon the personal 
favor—let us say—of the President of the 
United States or some prominent official, 
would certainly not go very iat, It remains 
to be seen how far the English stamp ac- 
quired by Mrs. Potter will Sorts her when she 
returns to the United States. Itcarried Mrs. 
Langtry, who is no actress. Mrs. Potter is 
superior to Mrs. Langtry, but at tne same time 
it can be truly said that there are any num- 
ber of her superiors already on the American 
stage, and that she has not yet done anythin 
which would qualify her to play oP pas 0 
leading lady in any company organized under 
the old stock company system. 

It is understood that the Queen is very 
angry at the Prince of Wales for his support 
of Mrs. Potter. The two most important 
facts used by Mrs. Potter’s advertisers were 
that she wasto have the support of the 
Prince and Princess of Wales at her début, and 
that she had disgusted some oversensitive 
women by her recital of Hostler Joe“ at the 
house of — Whitney in Washington. 
The Princess of Wal 
absence from the performance, although a 
large bunch of roses had been placed in the 
box for her. Two days before the Queen 
left for Cannes she had a telegram sent to 
the Prince of Wales, who was then at Berlin, 
that she wished to see him particularly be- 
fore she left for her trip. The fact of this 
dispatch being sent was stated in the papers 
at the time. The Prince came home hurried- 
ly, reaching London early in the morning of 
the day before the Queen was to leave. He 
hurried to Marlborough House, took a light 
breakfast, and went at once down to Wind- 
sor, where he lunched with his mother. It is 
said that the Queen’s anxiety to see her son 
was to remonstrate with him against allow- 
ing his name to be used for 8 pur- 
poses by the American actress. The Prince 
toek the lecture from his mamma, as he still 
calls her, with the same humility that he has 
been taught to always show her, but he was 

resent at the theatre in spite of it, and went 
hind the scenes during the play to congrat- 
ulate Mrs. Potter. 

I spent my first day in an English country 
village last Sunday. It was at Hampton 
Court, where Henry VIIL’s palace is. The 

alace is open Sundays for the sight-seer, 
but as there are no attractions outside the 
palace for the oamay Sunday tourist few 
people go up Sunday. The train leaves Wa- 
terloo Station at 1:30, after the Sunday 
morning services are over, and three trains 
come back in the evening, after the 4 o’clock 
services. A young Englishman who lives in 
America, but is home on a visit and who 
went up with us, said: The English are 
very strict in all religious matters, though 
they say very little about it. They do 
not approve of trains running during the 
hours of church services.“ The ride up to 
Hampton is very -pleasant—through rich 
fields which are even now a bright green, and 
through several suburban villages where sen- 
sible London business-men have made their 
homes. We went at once to the „only 
stopping at the little inn, the Mitre, whose 
green garden slopes down to the Thames, to 
order a dinner to be ready for us at 6 o’clock. 
A small bar was at the right hand on entering 
the hall of the inn, and this bar was of course 
— 4 over by a woman, but not a typical 

nglish barmaid by any manner of 
means. She was tall, with a slight, graceful 
figure, with the long, small waist so much 
admired at present. She wore a black wool 
suit made in good —— and — her to per- 
fection. She was blonde in complexion, with 
no color, and light brown hair. She served 
the wine and beer that customers called for 
with as much grace and ease as a rich hostess 
serves guests at her own table. Back of the 
bar was a little room sac to the barmaid 
and the customers of the house whom she 
specially wishes to honor. A party of three 
or four fine-looking young English feliows 
were seated in s room, with a bottle of 
wine and some cigars, looking very comfort- 
able and contented after a horseback ride of 
fifteen miles from the city. 

My sight-seeing of course, been very 
limited as yet, but I cannot expect to find 
any place that will make more impression on 
me than this old Hampton Court palace. 
Everything is plainly so old and so different 
from anything we see in our own country, 
that, as one of our party said, one cannot help 
feeling as if surrounded by ghosts. The 
large rooms which are shown to visitors are 
thickly hung with oe and portraits. 
The pictures which 1 am sure will be most 
fancied by ladies are the portraits of the 
Hampton Court beauties of the time of Will- 
iam III., painted by Sir Godfrey Kneller 
the work earning him his Knighthood, an 
the portraits known as the Windsor beauties, 
the most beautiful women of the Court 
of Charles II., painted dy Lely. Our 
present professional beauties must turn 
green with envy if ‘they eres go un 
to Hampton Court and see these pictures 
of their predecessors. The grounds sur- 
rounding the palace are still looking wintry. 
The grass is green and the walks are bor- 
dered with the bright yellow crocuses, but 
these are the only indications that spring is 
approaching. One of the most curious orna- 
ments of the grounds is what is known as 
„Queen Mary's Bower.“ The trees formin 
the bower are Scotch elms, the trunks rug 


and knotty, looking tough enough to live 100 


years longer. The branches, which are kept 
well trimmed, have been trained to meet over 
the walk, and must when the leaves are out 
form a solid „ r ‘ 
At this time of year the palace closes 
at4,soas we had two hours to dispose of 
we thought we would take an open carri 
and drive to Surbiton, two miles dis- 
tant, to call on two families 
of our acquaintance there. The

We 
were shown into the drawing-room, where 
we found our friend and his wife and four 
children, three 2 and a boy. They at once 
sent up-stairs for the other children, and 
three more little girls came down, two be- 
longing to our friend and one a little niece 
visiting them. Their other little girl was 
yet too small to receive visitors. Here was 
a fine English family—six little daughters 
and a son, the eldest child, a girl, be only 
124 years old. I noticed, however t the 
half was carefully added whenever her 
age was spoken of. I suppose in a 
family of seven every six months 
means a deal. These children 
are all, with one exception, blondes, as are 
the father and mother. The little k girl 
is called the little Irish girl, for her hair is 
black and her eyes the dark Irish blue. The 
children had all been dining with their par- 
ents, as is the English custom Sunday. That 
day dinner is at2o0’clock, and the children 
dine down-stairs. At 5 o’clock they have 
their tea with their nurses in the nursery, 
and the older people take tea at 9 o’clock. 
From here we drove back to Hampton 
Court over a different road. We drove 
through rich farms, by handsome country 
laces, and through the quaint httle village of 
hames Ditton. Our ride must have given 
us extraordinary appetites, for our dinner 
in an upper room at the Mitre, from which 
we could see the bend in the river, tasted par- 
ticularly good. However, I think I can with 
safety advise even the most dainty travelers 
to try a dinner at this neat little English inn, 
and I am certain they will eat with what the 
Yankees call a coming appetite.” 
To thoroughly ——— and enjoy St. 
cous Cathedral have found that one 


should go there so as to have an hour er two, 


before the 4 o’clock afternoon service, to look 
at the building and statuary and then re- 
main to the service. At exactly 4 0’clock the 
organist seats himself at the organ, begin- 
ning to play very softly a few chords over 
and over so low that they can be scarcely 
heard at the further end of the building. 
These chords he plays as the Dean 
and his assistants, followed by the little 
choir boys in white gowns, enter the chancel 
and kneel for silent prayer. As they rise 
to their feet the tones of the organ grow 
louder until they burst forth with such power 
and fullness that one almost expects to hear 
the heavy marble walls of the buildin 
crack. The serviceis, of course, intoned. 
The priest whom I heard had a very disa- 

eeable nasal voice, but perhaps it only in- 
ensified the sweetness of the boys’ voices 
when they responded. Certainly I never 
heard voices that sounded,sweeter than 
theirs, especially when they followed the 
loud swell of the organ in singing the 
Gloria Patri. I also heard a very fine tenor 
voice there, the boys’ leader, whd 
sang a solo to one of the hymns. At 
this daily service there is no sermon, 
and very likely that helps to make 
these services so popular. The first division 
from the altar of the cathedral was well 
filled the afternoon I was there, although it 
was raining quite fast. The greater portion 
of the congregation were men, and had evi- 
dently come in from their places of business. 
The cathedral is on Ludgate Hill, right in the 
centre of what is called The City — that is: 
the portion of London -where are ali the 
banks and large wholesale houses. To get to 
Ludgate Hill from the western part of Lon- 
don is very easy by the underground rail- 
way. Every one insists that theair is very 
pure in these long tunnels, and every one 
takes a go long breath when he reaches 
daylight. The trains go very fast, though, 
and a few minutes’ ride will take one from 
one end of London to the other. I must say, 
though, I, likea d American, prefer the 
elevated roads. There is so much to see 
through second and third story windows 
from the elevated road which is entirely lost 
when riding in the London tunnel. 

The English papers are filled with sarcastic 
flings at the Queen and her jubilee celebra- 
tion. Butone hears from the people them- 
selves much more bitter things than are to 
be found in the newspapers. The truth is 
the Queen stands in about the same light be- 
fore her people that our Grover does before 
us Americans.

DEFILEMENT oF LIBRARY BOOKS, 


It Can’t Be Helped—The Large Number of 
Missing Volumes, | 

The other day a reader of Tun Tarox 
filed with the latter a protest, which was 
published, against the dirt and slime of the 
Public Library books. Tun Trisuns gave 
Space to the article because it seemed en- 
tirely right that such fiithy, greasy, good- 
for-nothing books should be either sent to 
the shelves and stowed away or thrown 
into the vat to be tried out. Some of the 
library people growled at the idea. Mr. 
Poole laughed and remarked: If yon want 
to know about books go to Auglim.’ 

Mr. Auglim occupies a huge desk in the 


| public room. He has a score or more of lady 


assistants, and they do most of the work; 
but Mr. Auglim has the greatest share of the 
responsibilty. He laughed when greeted, 
but said: You must not ask me to go into 
details. You b ge — over there have printing 
machinery and types and you can say about 
what you please in one form or another. All 
we can do here is to put out such literature as 
comes to us, and if some of it is covered with 
dirt, why, we cannot help that.“ Mr. Auglim 
remarked after awhile, however, “If you 
want to know what is the matter with the 
library books I will tell you. It is not the 
natural stain of wear and nor the 
inconsiderate touch of that Tue 
TRIBUNE’s correspondent growls about. 
It is a moral defilement that we 
have to — against all the time. 
There is rarely a book returned that has not 
something written on the margin or fly-leaf 
that we have to watch for. and eliminate. 
Ordinarily these things are written in pencil, 
and we can have them rubbea out, but often 
the disgusting comments and marginal notes 
are written in ink. In such cases we can 
only destroy the book—when we find it.” 
Mr. Auglim added: “Sometimes I doubt 
whether the idea of a public library, in the 
sense we understand it, is a good one. There 
is no limit here, nor can there be any, on the 
carrying away of books, nor is there any on 
who shall take them. We cannot examine 
those books on their return. We cannot see 
what is stolen from them or learn what.some

I wish I could catch one 
of those young loafers.in the act of defiling a 
book. I think he would go out of the win- 
dow head rst.“ aS 

Mr. Auglim's indignation is quite natural. 
No doubt many of tne booksin the library 
are mutilated and defiled. At the same time 
it is known that the patrons of the estabish- 
ment who neither wish to mutilate nor defile 
have a greater evance than those com- 
plained of, and chief among them is that the 
works most needed, either those of standard 
issue or current editions, can never be found. 
The one is invariably out and the other is 
always “atthe binder’s.”” Mr. Auglim was 
asked the other day how long contemporane- 
ous literature was permitted to remain at the 
binder’s, and he was frank to say from one 
to six months. But,“ he remarked, “ you 
must not scold about that.” : 

After such suavity nobody could scold. It 
is true, though, that in the respect of con- 
venient reference, and especially of current 
literature, the Public Library is lamentably 
deficient. Ail transient literature is to be 
found only by Poole's Index.“ “ Poole’s 
Index” is not written up more than once in 
six months. Once the volumes are indexed 
they can never be found. They are invari- 
ably “at the binder's,““ or are “up in the 
reading- room.“ Goto the reading-room, they 
are in the reference de ent. Go to the 
latter and they are back again at the bind- 
er's,“ and when by that time the applicant is 
about as mad as he can be and wants to raise 
a hurrah he is seized by some and 

to take things easily, and that per- 
haps the missing periodical is—is—*‘ at the 
binder's.“ Mr. Auglim says that it takes 
constant and painstaking watchfulness 
to look out for people even im the reference 
room. Anewrule has lateiy been established 
that nobody can get more than three volumes 
at any one time, even to use at the tables. 
„We had to do that.“ said Mr. Auglm, to 
protect us. It was found that a lot of fellows 
would draw out maybe twenty books, and, 
— the other nineteen as a barricade, 
plunder the twentieth of its choicest con- 
tents. That had to be guarded against. So 
we have madethe new rule. Someof the 


‘best of our standard works have been robbed 


of their engraving, others have been marked 
and m , and others again had leaves and 
excerpts cut boldly outof them. The books 
on the War have suffered most. It has been 
found impossible to keepamap in a War 
book any more. The maps have been stolen 
already from Grant’s memoirs and Sherman’s 
book, and Farragut’s life, written by his son, 
has mighty little left but the covers.” 

Now comes the question, Does the Public 
Library fill its mission in ail respects! 
The chances are it does not. It gives em- 
ployment to scores of 82 women. It pro- 
vides amusement for thousands of boys and 
girls and their kindred and their kind. 
te Talk about the proaey. sticky books,’’ said 
Mr. Auglim, “I will say to you that the 
most uncleanly of them all are to be found in 
the department of fiction. There has never 
been a time in all my experience when such 
a craze existed for novels and trashy reading, 
and the boys and girls of 20 and under are 
the grossest sinners of them all. By far the 
most of the books taken away from here are 
taken by boys and girls, and ten-twelfths of 
what they take is trash. Fiction—they all

It is gen- 
erally understood that a majority of the Cap- 
tains, together will all the Inspectors and 
Superintendent Murray, have clubbed to- 


gether and determined to prove the plan, and 


before many weeks have passed it is prob- 
able that Mrs. Hooker’s suggestion as 
to the reorganization of the force 
will be put into effect. Of course it 
will be necessary to alter the uniform 
slightly for the proposed new members, and 
a design has already been adopted in a secret 
meeting of the Commissioners. The bon— 
that is, the helmet—will be practically the 
same as now asto shape, only constructed 
of straw, with a pompon of feathers in 
front, with the visor sufficiently high to show 
the frizzes.

THE MAY WHEAT CORNER. 


How the Deal Is Regarded by a New York 
Newspaper 

New York, April 16,—{special.]—The 
World says: N 

There appears to be a very interesting wheat 
corner progressing in Chicago. It differs some- 
what from ordinary operations of the kind, and 
brings into fine relief the peculiarities of what 
many people describe as business.“ When 
Sg to be delivered in the future is bought on 

e Board of Trade in that city the contract is 
that it shall be placed in some one of certain 
designated warehouses called elevators. The 
men of business who are managing the . 
ent reported corner, who bought millions 
upon millions of ushels of wheat 
be delivered to them in these elevators 
May 1, in the meantime have themselves filled 
all the available bins, so that. no more grain can 
be crowded into them. Only the wheat that is 
now in the bins, though there may be billions of 
bushels just outside, can be us to fulfill the 
contracts. Wheat in Milwaukee, less than 100 
miles away, can be bought for about five cents a 
bushel less than the Chicago price. An effort 
was made to transfer a vessel-load of it 
the other day from one place to 
the other, but it could not be 
received. Thesellers can only get the wheat to 
deliver by buying it off the men they have sold it 
to, though the country, so to speak, is full of it. 
This is a much more effective way of running a 
corner than an attempt to buy up all the wheat 
in the country. Those making the latter effort 
have often come to grief. The field is too lar

thére are rules on the Chicago Board which limit 
the number of cents 8 bushel above prices alse- 
where to which this highway robbery can be car- 
ried, but it is nevertheless highway robbery. It 
is essentially rascally even from a gambling 
standpoint, being nothing more or less than an 
equivalent to stocking the cards. The only 
redeeming consideration in the connection is that 
enerally the victim would do the same 
self if he had the chance. 

San Francisco, Cal., April 16.—It is be- 
coming more evident each day that wheat on 
this market is being cornered. Those who are 
not in the ring positively assert so, and call 
attention to the fact that the present ruling 
prices here are higher than those at any 
other wheat market in the world. William 
Dresbach, President of the Produce Ex- 
change, has bought enormous quantities 
within the last three months, and is still 
taking all he can get. Those who have reason 
to know say he is buying not only on his own 
account but for the Nevada Bank and John 
W. Mackay, and the intention is to run prices 
up. They have absolutely cornered the en- 
tire surplus wheat cropin California. Several 
members of the Produce Exchange have filed 
complaints against the alleged corner, and 
have petitioned the directors to seta figure 
for marginal purposes beyond which no mem- 
ber of the board can go. This matter will be 
considered today. 


THE GLUT OF GRAIN IN CHICAGO. 


More Elevator Room Needed—Cause of the 
Present State of Affairs. 

The claim that there is a remarkable short- 
age of elevator room in this city is now un- 
der tnvestigation by the Warehouse and Ele- 
vator Committee of the Board of Trade. 
From all indications it is apparent that the 
claim is well founded, and that there is now 
a glut of grain here, such as has not been 
known for many years. The cause of this 
state of affairs is found in the fact that the 
market is five cents higher here than at any 
other point. The present elevator capacity 
here is about 24,500,000 bushels, and shippers 
say this must be largely increased. 

At the last meeting of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Board of Trade the D. E. Sibley 
warehouse was make “regular,” and itis 
understood that the Chicago & Pacific Ele- 
vator Company has petitaoned the board to 
make the E. Hess elevators, A and D, and 
the F. O. Swannell warehouse and elevator 
regular,“ with delivery through the Chi 
& Pacific Elevator Company. The Hess ele- 
vators are located at Carroll avenue and Ada 
street and the Swannell at Division street 
and Hawthorne avenue. These houses will 
furnish an additional capacity of 200.000 
bushels at present, and it is probable that the 
capacity of the Hess elevators may be in- 
creased by 100,000 bushels by the removal of 
corn now stored. These elevators are all on 
the line of the Milwaukee & St. Paul Road, 
where the blockade is especially severe and 
where additional room is much needed. 

At a special meeting of the Directors of the 
Board of Trade heid gra it was resolved 
to take the vote of the association next Tues- 
day on surrendering the lease of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce upon the terms already 
published in Tux TRIBUNE.

AN EXAMPLE TO BE IMITATED. 


A Deserved Tribute to the Patriotism of W. 
J. Onahan in Chicago’s Recent Crisis. 

Those who know Mr. W. J. Onahan will not 
be surprised at the position he took in the re- 
cent Chicago election. It was just what they 
would have expected of the man, knowing 
his catholicity, his patriotism, and his strict 
adherence to principle.

Hanged for Murdering a Woman,
